administering the Oath to Members of the House of Commons, all attending 
according to their duty, the said Arthur Beauchesne, Esquire, M.A., K.C., F.RS.C.,, 
laid upon the Table a List of the Members returned to serve in this Parliament 
received by him as Clerk of the House of Commons from and certified under 
the hand of Oliver Mowat Biggar, Esquire, one of His Majesty’s Counsel, the 
Chief Electoral Officer, which said Certificate and List is as follows:—

This is to certify that since the dissolution of the Fourteenth Parliament 
on the fifth of September, 1925, writs of election dated on the said fifth day of 
September were issued by His Excellency the Governor General for the election 
of a member or members for every electoral district in Canada, such writs being 
severally addressed to the returning officers mentioned in the attached list and 
directing the nomination of candidates to be held either on the fifteenth or 
twenty-second day of October, and the poll, if required, on the twenty-ninth 
day of October of the said year. 

And that thereafter, by reason of the death of the member first returned 
as elected for the electoral district of Bagot (marked (X) in the attached list), 
a further writ of election was issued for the election of a member for the said 
electural district on the eighteenth day of November, 1925. 

And that the persons named in the attached list have from time to time 
been returned as elected pursuant to the said writs, their names having been 
duly entered, in the order in which the several returns were received, in the 
book kept for that purpose pursuant to the statute in that behalf, and notice 
of such returns having from time to time been duly published in the Canada 
Gazette. 
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And that two successive different returns dated respectively on the 19th 
day of November and the 23rd day of December, 1925, were received from the 
returning officer for the electoral district of Huron North, the first of the said

“The election documents having been returned to me by the Chief Electoral! 
Officer pursuant to an order of the Supreme Court of Ontario, dated the 26th 
day of November, 1925, (2443-86-25) made under section 72, subsection 4 of 
the Dominion Elections Act: And the said Supreme Court of Ontario having, 
by order under the subsection aforesaid, commanded His Honour Judge E. N. 
Lewis, to comply with the provisions of the said Dominion Election Act on 
the subject of the recount of the votes; and in accordance with the said order 
His Honour Judge Lewis having, by his certificate dated December 23, 1925, 
declared that the number of votes lawfully given for each candidate was as 
follows, viz.: for John Warwick King, 5340 votes, and for George Spotton, 5170 
votes;

And the Clerk having declared Honourable Rodolphe Lemieux duly elected, 
he was conducted to the Chair by Honourable Mr. Lapointe and Honourable 
Mr. Robb, when he returned his humble acknowledgments to the House for 
the great honour they had been pleased to confer upon him by unanimously 
choosing him to be their Speaker:—then the Mace was laid upon the Table.

Mr. SPEAKER, 


His Excellency the Governor General desires the immediate attendance of 
this Honourable House in the Chamber of the Honourable the Senate. 


Accordingly, Mr. Speaker, with the House, went up to the Senate Chamber, 
and then Mr. Speaker spoke to the following effect: — 


May ir Pieass Your EXCELLENCY: 


The House of Commons has elected me their Speaker, though I am but 
little able to fulfil the important duties thus assigned to me. 
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If, in the performance of those duties, I should at any time fall into error, I 
pray that the fault may be imputed to me, and not to the Commons, whose 
servant I am, and who, through me, the better to enable them to discharge their 
duty to their King and Country, humbly claim all their undoubted rights and 
privileges, especially that they may have freedom of speech in their debates, 
access to Your Excellency’s person at all seasonable times, and that their pro- 
ceedings may receive from Your Excellency the most favourable consideration. 


The Honourable the Speaker of the Senate then said:— 
Mr. SPEAKER, 


I am commanded by His Excellency the Governor General to declare to you 
that he freely confides in the duty and attachment of the House of Commons to 
His Majesty’s Person and Government, and not doubting that their proceedings 
will be conducted with wisdom, temper and prudence, he grants, and upon all 
occasions will recognize and allow their constitutional privileges. 

I am commanded also to assure you, that the Commons shall have ready 
access to His Excellency upon all seasonable occasions, and that their pro- 
ceedings, as well as your words and actions, will constantly receive from him the 
most favourable construction. 


And the House being returned,— 

Mr. Speaker reported that the House had been in the Senate Chamber, and 
that he had, in their names and on their behalf, made the usual claim of privileges, 
which His Excellency had been pleased to confirm to them. 


Mr. Lapointe, seconded by Mr. Macdonald (Antigonish-Guysborough), 
moved,— 

That in the opinion of this House, in view of the recent general elections, the 
Government was justified in retaining office and in summoning parliament; and 
the Government is entitled to retain office unless defeated by a vote of this 
House equivalent to a vote of want of confidence. 

A point of Order was raised by Mr. Meighen on the ground that Notice 
should have been given. 

And a Debate arising thereon: 

Mr. Bourassa moved, That the said Debate be adjourned. 

By leave of the House the said motion was withdrawn. 


On motion of Mr. Lapointe, the said Debate was, by unanimous consent of 
the House, adjourned. 


Mr. Speaker reported, That when the House did attend His Excellency the 
Governor General this day in the Senate Chamber, His Excellency was pleased 
to make a speech to both Houses of Parliament, and to prevent mistakes, he 
had obtained a copy which he read to the House as follows:— 


flonourable Members of the Senate: 
Members of the House of Commons: 


It gives me pleasure to welcome you to your important duties in this first 
session of the fifteenth Parliament of Canada. 

Since our last meeting, the Empire has been called on to lament the demise 
of Queen Alexandra. In our Dominion the memory of the late Queen will ever 
be held in affectionate remembrance. At the earliest opportunity a resolution 
will be submitted te you expressing the deep sympathy of the Parliament and 
people of Canada with His Majesty the King and other members of the Royal 
Family in their bereavement. 
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Canada has been signally honoured by the selection of a member of its 
Government as President of the sixth assembly of the League of Nations. 

I congratulate you on the growing prosperity of this favoured land. The 
products of our agricultural and other basic industries have greatly increased. 
Our export trade shows remarkable expansion. Our manufacturing and related 
industries throughout the Dominion have experienced a development not 
enjoyed in many years. Further evidence of industrial progress is reflected in 
the greatly improved earnings of the railways. dn 

This increased prosperity and advancement have been aided by the policies 
uf the Government and the reductions in expenditures and taxation made from 
time to time. In the opinion of my Ministers the improved conditions warrant 
further substantial reductions in taxation. 

Every effort will be made further to reduce expenditures. To aid in the 
reduction of experditures in administration certain of the departments of the 
public service will be consolidated with others and government services more 
effectively co-ordinated. 

Our revenue is derived partly from taxes made necessary by the war and 
partly from other scurces. In order that the people of the Dominion may have 
an exact knowledge of the sources of their revenue and the objects of its expendi- 
ture simplified forms of account will be issued periodically. 

With the improvement of conditions throughout the country the Govern- 
ment have formulated and put into operation a comprehensive immigration 
plan. My Ministers desire it to be known that the Dominion welcomes settlers 
of the classes which can be absorbed into our population. Regulations have 
been simplified, transportation rates greatly reduced, and the care of settlers 
to destination and curing early settlement given every attention. Measures 
. will be taken to further the retention on the land of our existing agricultural 
population, to encourage the return to rural parts of urban dwellers possessed 
of agricultural experience, and the repatriation of Canadians now living in other 
countries. Special arrangements will be proposed for settlement on Crown 
Lands. 

An agreement has been made between the Government and the railroad 
eompanies providing a larger measure of co-operation in immigration activities 
in the British Isles and on the continent of Europe. An agreement entered 
into with the British Government has already been instrumental in stimulating 
immigration from Great Britain. 

While it is of importance to attract new settlers it is equally, if not more 
important, to assist those who are already established on the land by reducing 
the cost of agricultural production. To this end a measure will be introduced 
offering wide facilities for rural credits. 

My Ministers are of the opinion that a general increase in the Customs 
Tariff would prove detrimental to the country’s continued prosperity and pre- 
judicial to national unity. In their view the incidence of this form of taxation 
should bear as lightly as possible upon the necessaries of life and on agriculture 
and other primary industries. They believe that in the interest of industrial 
development every effort should be made to eliminate the element of uncer- 
tainty with respect to tariff changes; that changes in the tariff should be made 
only after tlie fullest examination of their bearing upon both primary and 
manufacturing industries and that representations requesting increase or decrease 
of duties should be made the subject of the most careful investigation and 
report by a body possessing the necessary qualifications to advise the Ministry 
with respect thereto. A Tariff Advisory Board will accordingly be appointed 
forthwith. This Board will be expected to make a careful study of the Cus- 
toms Tariff, the revenue to be derived therefrom and the effect of the tariff and 
allied factors on industry and agriculture. 
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While recognizing the importance of the Canadian home market, the great 
value of markets in other countries for our natural and manufactured products 
must also be considered. In particular our trade within the Empire should be 
encouraged by all means consistent with our national welfare. In this con- 
nection a trade agreement entered into with the British West Indies, Bermuda, 
British Guiana and British Honduras will be submitted for your approval. 

In pursuance of the fixed policy of the Government to encourage the move- 
ment of grain and other Canadian products through Canadian ports, the Board 
of Railway Commissioners has been instructed to include in the General Rate 
investigation now in progress, a special inquiry into the causes of diversion of 
Canadian grain and other products through other than Canadian ports, and to 
take such action under the Railway Act as it may deem efficient to ensure as 
far as possible the utilization of Canadian ports for Canadian traffic. 

My Government propose to submit provisions for the completion forthwith 
of the Hudson Bay Railway. 

With a view te affording such remedies as may appear to be practical and 
appropriate. the Government also propose to appoint a Royal Commission to 
inquire fully into the claims that the rights of the Maritime Provinces in regard 
to the operation of the Intercolonial Railway have not been observed, and that 
in regard to transportation, immigration, and other economic factors these 
provinces have suffered prejudicially, in their position under Confederation. 

Your attention will be invited, among other measures, to a Bill to provide 
for the transfer to the Province of Alberta of its natural resources, and to a Bill 
amending the Dominion Elections Act. 


Members of the House of Commons: 


The accounts of the last fiscal year and the estimates for the coming year 
wili be submitted for your consideration. 


Honourable Members of the Senate: 
Members of the House of Commons: 


In the policies and measures I have outlined, a sincere effort has been made 
to take into account the diversified conditions and interests of our Dominion 
in a manner which will promote mutual understanding and closer co-operation 
between all parts. It is believed that these measures which, taken together, 
ferm a co-ordinated plan of national progress, will ensure our common aim of 
a prosperous and United Canada. 

In their consideration and in other of your public duties may Divine 
Providence guide and bless your deliberations. 


Mr. Lapointe, seconded by Mr. Macdonald (Antigonish-Guysborough), 
moved, That the Speech of His Excellency the Governor General to both Houses 
of Parliament, be taken into consideration on Monday next, and that this order 
have precedence over all other business except Government Notices of Motions, 
and the introduction of bills, until disposed of. 


Mr. Meighen, seconded by Mr. White (Mount Royal), moved in amend- 
ment thereto, That all the words after the word “ That” be struck out and the 
following substituted therefor: 


“in the late general election the candidates of His Excellency’s Advisers, at 
whose instance the appeal to the country was made, were defeated in a large 
majority of the constituencies. 

“That nine Ministers of the Crown, including the Prime Minister, were 
rejected at the polls and have no seats in Parliament.

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“ That the party represented in the last Parliament by His Majesty’s Opposi- 
tion secured in said election by far the largest support in the popular vote, and 
has substantially the largest number of members of any party in the present 
House of Commons. 

“That those who now assume to be His Excellency’s Advisers have among 
them no Prime Minister with a seat in either House of Parliament and under 
such circumstances are not competent to act as, or to become, the Committee of 
Parliament, commonly known as the Government, or to address Parliament 
through His Excellency, and their attempted continuance in office is a violation 
of the principles and practice of British constitutional government.” 


And a Debate arising thereon; the said Debate was, on motion of Mr. 
Carmichael, adjourned. 


By leave of the House, it was Ordered, That the said Debate shall have 
precedence on Monday next. 


The House then adjourned at 9.20 o’clock, p.m., until Monday next, at 3 
o’clock, p.m.

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Mr. Speaker laid before the House the Report of the Joint Librarians of 
Parliament, which is as follows:— 


REPORT OF THE LIBRARIANS FOR 1925 


To the Honourable the Speaker of the House of Commons. 

The Joint Librarians have the honour to submit their Report for the year 
1925. 

The Supplementary Catalogue of books purchased during the past year, 
and the list of those books donated to the Library are in the hands of the 
printers, and will shortly be presented to Parliament. 

The Carnegie Endowment for International Peace has again presented to 
the Library many valuable works. The United Daughters of the Confederacy 
have donated many books and pamphlets concerned with the Civil War and 
with the Southern States. 

Colonel A. H. Todd, who was appointed to the Library in 1869, has retired 
on superannuation after an exceptionally long and valuable service. The Civil 
Service Commission has filled the position he occupied, that of Assistant- 
Librarian, by the promotion of Mr. M. C. MacCormac who first entered the 
service of the Library in 1885. Other changes which may be involved will be 
considered later. 

Parliament last year sanctioned a vote of $1,000 for the erection of a 
Tablet to the memory of Dr. Alpheus Todd, long Librarian of Parliament, 
whose works on the Constitution are regarded as authoritative wherever 
constitutional government obtains. The form of the tablet and its location 
are now being dealt with by a Committee. It is worthy of note that the 
continuous service rendered to the Library by Dr. Todd and his son, Colonel 
A. H. Todd, extended over a period of ninety years. 

Special attention has been given during the Recess to the condition of the 
vaults in which during past years many thousands of books have been stored. 
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The undersigned beg to report that excellent work has been accomplished by 
those members of the staff who have been engaged in this task. A record of 
the volumes is now placed on the door of each vault and a card index made of 
the various contents. | 

The cataloguing and systematic arrangement of the pamphlets, referred to 
in previous Reports, have now reached a point when the binding, suspended in 
1922, has been resumed. 

The floor of the Library, damaged in the fire of 1916, is gradually getting 
into worse condition. It is respectfully suggested that a covering, such as has 
been used on the floor of the House and in the Archives building, would not 
only improve the appearance of the Library but be of great advantage in reducing 
noise. 

The Librarians’still have to report difficulties owing to congested space which 
they are meeting in such ways as are possible. They venture, however, to think 
that the Library itself is now, in respect to arrangement of the books and 
accessibility, in a better condition than it has been for many years.

Dear Sir,—As I advised you I have wired the returning officer for a full 
telegraphic report on the matters of which you complain your telegram of 
yesterday. 

It is to be regretted that you did not communicate with me earlier so that 
I could have intervened usefully and not merely by way of making an investi- 
gation or enquiry. In answer to your telegram of the 2nd on the subject of the 
contents of the ballots I inferentially invited such a further communication if 
the circumstances were such as to require it, and I did not even gather from 
your letter of the 8th that you had taken the point up with the returning officer. 
The same remark really applies to your other complaint as to the treatment 
of the ballots in the printing office. The printing was no doubt completed 
several days ago, and the ballots must by now have been distributed to the 
polling stations. 

As to the contents of the ballots the statute (section 50 (1) only requires 
the “names” of the candidates to be printed as they are set out in the nomina- 
tion papers. In my report made in 1922 I recommended the extension of this 
requirement to the candidates’ addresses and descriptions, but this recommenda- 
tion was not acted upon and I have repeated it in my report laid on the table at 
the commencement of the present session. The Election Instructions, however, 
(paragraphs 43 and 237) go beyond the statute as a matter of common sense 
and are quite clear. There would have been no difficulty in having the directions 
the Instructions contain carried out if the suggestion for my intervention had 
been promptly made. 

Not only the printed ballots, but all the sheets of ballot paper sent to the 
returning officer for use for the purpose of an election, have to be strictly 
accounted for, and there should be no difficulty in tracing the use made of all 
ballot paper sent to Prince Albert. All ballot paper is specially water-marked 
and issued only in numbered sheets. 

Nothing in your telegram suggests the commission of any offence for which 
a charge might be laid, although it is possible that the circumstances might be 
such as to furnish ground for a proceeding under Section 27, the terms of which 
you might consider.

By Sir Henry Drayton:—Order of the House for a Return showing:— 


1. Number of tons of grain and grain products the Canadian National 
Railways hauled in western territory to the head of the lakes during the calendar 
year 1925. 

2. In making this haul, the resultant total of tons of this traffic carried one 
mile. 

3. The average length of haul of this traffic. 

‘4. What additional total gross revenues would have been earned had this 
traffic been carried under existing rates on similar traffic in the United States. 

5. Number of tons of grain and grain products the Canadian National

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Mr. Robb moved,—That the House do go into Committee of the Whole, 
to-morrow, to consider the following proposed Resolution: — 


That it is expedient to introduce a measure to approve of the Agreement 
dated the sixth day of July, 1925, between the Government of tlie Dominion of 
Canada and the Governments of certain of His Majesty’s colonies in the West 
Indies, which Agreement is termed “ Canada-British West Indies-Bermuda- 
British Guiana-British Honduras Trade Agreement, 1925,” and to provide:— 

1. That after the said agreement is brought into force, and so long as it 
remains in force, goods mentioned in the said agreement, the produce or manu- 
facture of any of the colonies parties to the said agreement, which are conveyed 
without transshipment, except transshipment at a port of any of the said colonies, 
by ship direct into a sea or river port of Canada, shall be admitted to Canada 
at the rates of duties provided in the said agreement. 

2. That the tariff concessions covered by the said agreement to be extended 
to goods the produce or manufacture of any of the said colonies shall be so 
extended with respect to any one or more of the said colonies which may have 
ratified the said agreement on and after a day to be fixed by proclamation of 
the Governor in Council, which proclamation shall be published in the Canada 
Gazette. 

3. That subject to the provisions of the Customs Tariff, 1907, the Governor 
in Council may, by Order in Council, extend the said advantages to goods the 
produce or manufacture of any British country. 

4. That the operation of all laws inconsistent with the giving to the provisions 
of the said agreement and of any Act that may be founded on this Resolution 
their full effect shall from time to time be suspended to the extent of such 
inconsistencies, 

5. That subject to the ratification of the said agreement by the various 
colonies which are parties thereto, and to the fulfilment of their undertaking to 
make the contributions on their behalf as specified therein, the Governor in 
Council be empowered to make such arrangements as may be necessary to carry 
out the provisions of the said agreement relating to the establishment of steam- 
ship services between Canada and the colonies concerned, and any expenses 
incurred in carrying out the said agreement shall be defrayed out of moneys 
provided by Parliament for that purpose. 


Whereupon, Mr. Robb, a Member of the King’s Privy Council, informed 
the House that His Excellency the Governor General, having been informed of 
the subject-matter of the said proposed Resolution, recommends it to the House. 


Resolved, That the House do go into Committee of the Whole to-morrow, 
to consider the said proposed Resolution. 


Mr. Mackenzie King (Prince Albert), for Mr. Stewart (Edmonton West), 
moved, That the House do go into Committee of the Whole, to-morrow, to 
consider the following proposed Resolution:— 

That it is expedient to bring In a measure to authorize advances to settlers 
on Crown lands, and to provide:— 

1. That for purposes connected with settlement, the Minister may make 
loans to settlers on the basis of improvement of land and farm buildings erected— 
(a) to a settler who is a Canadian citizen as that term is defined in the Immi- 
gration Act, an amount not exceeding $1,000, (b) to a settler other than a Cana- 
dian citizen an amount not exceeding $500. 

2. That settlement loans under the proposed legislation shall not exceed 
the sum of $5,000,000 in any fiscal year, and shall be paid out of unappropriated 
moneys in the Consolidated Revenue Fund. 
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3. That Settlement Loan Committees may be established anywhere in 
Canada to report upon and recommend to the Minister the suitability of a 
settler, and of any parcel of Crown land, and to advise the Minister as to the 
amount of loan to be made and how it should be expended, and such Committee 
shall consist of not less than two nor more than three persons in the employ of 
the Dominion Government or of any Provincial Government, such persons to 
be nominated by the Minister, one of whom shall be the Dominion Lands Agent 
or the Provincial Crown Lands Agent, as the case may be, for the district in 
which the settler is located, and no salary or remuneration additional to that 
which he otherwise receives shall be paid to members of such Committee. 

4. That no settlement loan shall be made unless recommended by a Settle- 
ment Loan Committee, and unless approved by the Minister, nor until the 
applicant has been recommended by a Committee as a suitable settler and the 
land as suitable for settlement for agricultural purposes, and all settlement loans 
shall be expended under the direction of the Minister. 

5. That no settlement loan shall be made upon the security of improve- 
ments upon any Provincial Crown land, unless the Province by appropriate 
legislation, has provided that the improvements upon the security of which any 
such loan is made shall be subject to a first charge for the amount of such loan 
with interest, and that no patent shall be issued for the said land until such 
loan with interest is repaid in full. 

6. That the payment of principal shall be made in annual instalments 
extending over a period of not more than ten years from the date the settlement 
loan is made, the first payment to become due and payable two years from the 
date of the settlement loan, provided that the settler may at any time repay 
the whole of the settlement loan with interest to date of payment, and all loans 
shall bear interest at the rate of five per cent per annum, payable on the respective 
dates upon which instalments of principal fall due. 

7. That when a settlement loan has been made upon the security of improve- 
ments upon Dominion Crown Lands, the patent shall not issue vntil the loan 
and all interest charges thereon have been paid in full. 

8. That if a Provincial Government, not having suitable Crown lands avail- 
able, acquires by purchase suitable lands for settlement under the provisions 
of this legislation, the Minister may pay to a Provincial Government a sum not 
exceeding one-half of the interest on the purchase price of such lands, reckoned 
at five per centum per annum, for a period not exceeding two years from the 
date of settlement. 

9. That the Governor in Council may, on the recommendation of the 
Minister, make regulations to carry out these provisions, and the Minister shall! 
make an annual report to Parliament of all operations under the proposed 
legislation. 


Whereupon, Mr. King (Prince Albert), 2 Member of the King’s Privy 
Council, informed the House that His Excellency the Governor General, having 
been informed of the subject-matter of the said proposed Resolution, recom- 
mends it to the House.

Mr. Mackenzie King (Prince Albert), for Mr. Stewart (Edmonton West), 
moved, That the House do go into Committee of the Whole, to-morrow, to con- 
sider the following proposed Resolution:— 

That it is expedient to amend The Soldier Settlement Act, 1919, and to 
provide ,— 

1. That notwithstanding anything in the Act, the Board shall be empowered 
upon the application of a settler who has agreed to purchase any land from 
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the Board, who has not abandoned his land, whose agreement with the Board 
has not been terminated or rescinded, and who has not repaid his indebtedness 
to the Board, and where there has been a decrease or depreciation in the market 
value of such land not the result of neglect or mismanagement on the part of 
the settler, to make provision for the revaluation of the said land. 


2. That application for revaluation shall be considered only when made 
by a settler residing on and himself farming the said land, and shall be sub- 
mitted to the District Superintendent of the Soldier Settlement Board for the 
district within which the said land is situated. 


3. That the application shall be supported by affidavit on forms supplied 
by the Board setting out the original purchase price of the land and the value 
of improvements effected since the establishment of the settler thereon, and by 
a written statement of the settler setting forth his belief as to present value of 
the land and his reasons therefor, and the names and addresses of any persons 
whom the settler proposes as witnesses to the present value; and the District 
Superintendent shall consider the application and material in support and make 
report and recommendation thereupon to the Board. 


4. That if the Board and settler agree upon the amount of depreciation in 
value of the said land such amount shall be credited by the Board to the settler’s 
account as on the standard date in 1925 and upon the settler’s account being so 
credited, the balance then owing to the Board by the settler for all purposes 
shall, at the discretion of the Board, be consolidated and deemed to be the 
settler’s principal indebtedness, and the total cost of the property may be 
amortized over the remaining period of the loan. 


5. That the Minister may appoint District Arbitration Committees having 
jurisdiction in such soldier settlement districts as may be necessary, each Com- 
mittee to consist of three members, one of whom shall be an official of the Soldier 
Settlement Board and one a representative of the Veterans’ Organization in the 
district; and the members of the District Arbitration Committee when appointed 
shall have all the powers and authority of a Commissioner under the Inquiries 
Act, and expenditures necessarily incurred by any District Arbitration Com- 
mittee shall be paid out of moneys appropriated from time to time by Parlia- 
ment to soldier land settlement. 

6. That if the Board and settler do not agree upon the amount of deprecia- 
tion in value of the said land the Board shall refer the matter at issue to the 
District Arbitration Committee for determination, who will thereupon fix a 
convenient time and place for hearing. Upon the hearing of all evidence sub- 


mitted the Committee shall decide upon the question in dispute, and its decision 
shall be final. 


7. That the District Arbitration Committee shall forthwith forward a copy 
of its decision to the Board and if it be found there has been a depreciation in 
the value of the land purchased by the settler from the Board, not resulting 
from neglect or mismanagement on the part of the settler, the amount of such 
depreciation so found shall be credited by the Board 4s provided by Resolution 
No. 4 in respect of amount arrived at by agreement. 


Whereupon, Mr. Mackenzie King (Prince Albert), a Member of the King’s 
Privy Council, informed the House that His Excellency the Governor General, 
having been informed of the subject-matter of the said proposed Resolution, 
recommends it to the House.

That it is expedient to bring in a measure respecting Old Age Pensions, and 
to provide,— 

1. That the Governor in Council may make an agreement with the 
Lieutenant-Governor in Council of any province for the payment to such province 
quarterly of an amount equal to one-half of the net sum paid out during the 
preceding quarter by such province for pensions pursuant to a provincial statute 
authorizing and providing for the payment of such pensions to the persons and 
under the conditions hereinafter specified and regulations made under the pro- 
posed legislation. 

2. That every agreement so made shall continue in force so long as the 
provincial statute remains in operation or until after the expiration of ten years 
from the date upon which notice of an intention to determine the agreement is 
given by the Governor General to the Lieutenant-Governor of the province with 
which the same was made. 

3. That before any agreement so made comes into operation, the Governor 
in Council shall approve the scheme for the administration of pensions proposed 
to be adopted by the province, and no change in such scheme shall be made by 
the province without the consent of the Governor in Council. 

4. That all sums payable to any province in pursuance of any such agree- 
ment shall be payable from time to time’on the certificate of the Treasury Board 
out of any moneys belonging to the Consolidated Revenue Fund of Canada not 
otherwise appropriated, and the Governor in Council may borrow from time to 
time such sums as may be required for the purpose of making such payments. 

5. That provision shall be made for the payment of a pension to every 
person who, at the date of the proposed commencement of the pension:— 

(a) is a British subject, or, being a widow, was such before her marriage; 

(b) has attained the age of seventy years; 

(c) has resided in Canada for the twenty years immediately preceding the 

date aforesaid; 

(d) has resided in the province in which the application for pension is 

made for the five years immediately preceding the said date; 

(e) is not an Indian as defined by the Indian Act; 

(f) has not made any voluntary assignment or transfer of property for the 

purpose of qualifying for a pension. 

6. That the receipt of a pension shall not by itself constitute a disqualifi- 
cation from voting at any provincial or municipal election. 

7. That the maximum pension payable shall be two hundred and forty 
dollars yearly, which shall be subject to reduction by the amount of the income 
of the pensioner in excess of one hundred and twenty-five dollars a year. 

8. That provisions be made as to the credit to the pension authority of the 
annual value of a pensioner’s residence, and the recovery of pension payments 
out of deceased pensioner’s estate, and for the distribution of pension burden 
among the provinces by proportionate reimbursement or proportionate reduction 
where the pensioner resided in more than one province or transfers his permanent 
residence to another province, and for ceasing payments where he transfers his 
residence to some place out of Canada, and the revival of his rights upon again 
becoming a resident of Canada. 

9. That no pension shall be subject to alienation or transfer by the pensioner, 
or to seizure in satisfaction of any claim against him. 

10. That on or before the thirtieth day of April in each year, the Minister 
of Finance shall make a full report to Parliament of the operation of the agree- 
ments made pursuant to the proposed Act, and of the monies of Canada paid to 
the provinces under each of the several agreements entered into pursuant thereto. 
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11. That the Governor in Council shall have power from time to time, on

threats of dismissal, loss of wages or position or by any other unfair and 
improper means, to work for wages less than the standard or to engage in work 
which he has not agreed to do; that in all cases such wages as are generally 
accepted as current in each trade for competent workmen in the district where 
the work is carried out should be enforced and paid; and that this House will, 
so far as it is within the jurisdiction of Parliament, endorse every reasonable 
and legitimate proposal to preserve such industrial freedom of contract and 
action, and will co-operate with the several provinces in these objects to provide 
for uniform legislation throughout Canada. 


After Debate thereon, the question being put on the said motion; it was 
agreed to. 


Mr. Neill, seconded by Mr. Heaps, moved,—That, in the opinion of this 
House, it is desirable that the Eggs Marks Atct of British Columbia should be 
made applicable to the Dominion of Canada as a whole. 

After Debate thereon, the question being put on the said motion; it was 
agreed to. 


Mr. Robb moved,—That this House will on Friday, March 19th instant, 
resolve itself into Committee to consider of Supply to be granted to His Majesty. 

Mr. Meighen raised a point of Order on the ground that the House was 
bound to follow the Order of business given on the Order Paper. 

Mr. Speaker ruled the point of Order well taken. 


Mr. Kennedy (Peace River), seconded by Mr. Garland (Bow River), 
moved,—That the following Address be presented to His Excellency the Governor 
General: 

To General, His Excellency, the Right Honourable Julian Hedworth George, 
Baron Byng of Vimy, General on the Retired List and on the Reserve of Officers 
of the Army, Knight Grand Cross of the Most Honourable Order of the Bath, 
Knight Grand Cross of the Most Distinguished Order of Saint Michael and Saint 
George, Member of the Royal Victorian Order, Governor General and Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Dominion of Canada: 

May it please Your Excellency: 

We, His Majesty’s most dutiful and loyal subjects of the House of Commons 
in Parliament assembled beg leave to represent to Your Excellency: 

1. That a petition has been, within the time specified in the Corrupt Prac- 
tices Inquiries Act, being chapter 8 of the Revised Statutes of Canada (1906) as

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amended, presented to the House of Commons signed by more than twenty-five 
electors of the electoral district of Athabaska, stating that no petition charging 
the existence of corrupt practices has been presented under the Dominion Con- 
troverted Elections Act, and that corrupt or illegal practices have, or that there 
is reason to believe that corrupt or illegal practices have extensively prevailed at 
the election holden in the said electoral district of Athabaska aforesaid on the 
29th day of October, 1925. 

2. That the said petition was presented to the House of Commons on the 
29th day of January, 1926, and on the Ist day of February, 1926, was laid upon 
the table of the said House of Commons with the Report of the Clerk of Petitions 
stating that he had examined the petition of the more than twenty-five electors 
of the electoral district of Athabaska aforesaid, and that all the requirements 
of the Corrupt Practices Inquiries Act (R.S.C. chapter 8) in respect of such 
petition had been complied with (No. 17 Votes and Proceedings of the House 
of Commons of Canada, Monday, Ist February, 1926). 

Wherefore we, His Majesty’s most dutiful and loyal subjects of the House 
of Commons aforesaid in Parliament assembled Humbly Pray Your Excellency: 

To cause inquiry to be made under the Corrupt Practices Inquiries Act 
aforesaid, as amended, by one or more of the following Honourable Judges of the 
Supreme Court of Alberta—The Honourable Horace Harvey, Chief Justice of 
Alberta; the Honourable William Charles Simmons, Chief Justice of the Trial 
Division of the said Court; the Honourable Charles Allen Stuart; the Honourable 
Nicholas Dominac Beck; the Honourable James Duncan Hyndman; the Hon- 
ourable Alfred Henry Clark; the Honourable William Legh Walsh; the Honour- 
able Maitland Stewart McCarthy; the Honourable William Carlos Ives; the 
Honourable Thomas Mitchell Morel Tweedie, and the Honourable John Robert 
Boyle. Competent under the Dominion Controverted Elections Act as amended 
to try an election petition in the Province of Alberta, within which the electoral 
district of Athabaska is situated. 


And the question being proposed; 


Mr. Bennett, seconded by Mr. Rogers, moved in amendment thereto: That 
the name of Charles Richmond Mitchell be substituted for that of Charles Allen 
Stuart; and that the word “ March” be substituted for the word “ Morel” in 
the fourth line from the end of the last paragraph. 


And the question being put on the amendment; it was agreed to. 


And the question being put on the main motion as amended; it was agreed to. 
The House then adjourned at 10.40 o’clock, p.m.

Speech from the Throne or a Message from His Excellency the Governor General. 


Mr. Speaker ruled that the point of Order was not well taken, for the reason 
that the Committee can only be said to be designedly closed after the supplies 
have all been passed, and then, if further supplies are required, a new Speech 
from the Throne or a new Message may be sent to the House; but this practice 
could not be followed when the Chairman left the Chair at a time when there 
were Estimates still to be considered. 


And the question being put on the said motion; it was agreed to. 


Mr. Boivin moved,—That Resolution No. 349 of the Estimates for the 
fiscal year ending March 31, 1927, be again referred to the Committee of Supply. 


Sir Henry Drayton raised a point of Order on the ground that the Resolu- 
tion, having been superseded by the Chairman of the Committee of Supply 
leaving the Chair and not making a report, could not be revived by an ordinary 
motion.

1. That after the said agreement is brought into force, and so long as it 
remains in force, goods mentioned in the said agreement, the produce or manu- 
facture of any of the colonies parties to the said agreement, which are conveyed 
without transshipment, except transshipment at a port of any of the said 
colonies, by ship direct into a sea or river port of Canada, shall be admitted 
to Canada at the rates of duties provided in the said agreement. 

2. That the tariff concessions covered by the said agreement to be extended 
to goods the produce or manufacture of any of the said colonies shall be so 
extended with respect to any one or more of the said colonies which may have 
ratified the said agreement on and after a day to be fixed by proclamation of 
the Governor in Council, which proclamation shall be published in the Canada 
Gazette. 

3. That subject to the provisions of the Customs Tariff, 1907, the Governor 
in Council may, by Order in Council, extend the said advantages to goods the 
produce or manufacture of any British country. 

4. That the operation of all laws inconsistent with the giving to the pro- 
visions of the said agreement and of any Act that may be founded on this 
Resolution their full effect shall from time to time be suspended to the extent 
of such inconsistencies. 

5. That subject to the ratification of the said agreement by the various 
colonies which are parties thereto, and to the fulfilment of their undertaking 
to make the contributions on their behalf as specified therein, the Governor in 
Council ‘be empowered to make such arrangements as may be necessary to carry 
out the provisions of the said agreement relating to the establishment of steam- 
ship services between Canada and the colonies concerned, and any expenses 
incurred in carrying out the said agreement shall be defrayed out of moneys 
provided by Parliament for that purpose.

After Debate thereon, the question being put on the said motion; it was 
agreed to. 


The House accordingly went into Committee of the Whole on the said 
proposed Resolution. 
(In the Committee) 
The following Resolution was adopted:— 


Resolved, That it is expedient to bring in a measure to authorize advances 
ta settlers on Crown lands, and to provide,— 
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1. That for purposes connected with settlement, the Minister may make 
loans to settlers on the basis of improvement of land and farm buildings erected— 
(a) to a settler who is a Canadian citizen as that term is defined in the Immi- 
gration Act, an amount not exceeding $1,000, (b) to a settler other than a Cana- 
dian citizen an amount not exceeding $500. 


2. That settlement loans under the proposed legislation shall not exceed 
the sum of $5,000,000 in any fiscal year, and shall be paid out of unappropriated 
moneys in the Consolidated Revenue Fund. 

3. That Settlement Loan Committees may be established anywhere in 
Canada to report upon and recommend to the Minister the suitability of a 
settler, and of any parcel of Crown land, and to advise the Minister as to the 
amount of loan to be made and how it should be expended, and such Committee 
shall consist of not less than two nor more than three persons in the employ 
of the Dominion Government or of any Provincial Government, such persons 
to be nominated by the Minister, one of whom shall be the Dominion Lands 
Agent or the Provincial Crown Lands Agent, as the case may be, for the district 
in which the settler is located, and no salary or remuneration additional to that 
which he otherwise receives shall be paid to members of such Committee. 

4. That no settlement loan shall be made unless recommended by a Settle- 
ment Loan Committee, and unless approved by the Minister, nor until the 
applicant has been recommended by a Committee as a suitable settler and the 
land as suitable for settlement for agricultural purposes, and all settlement 
loans shall be expended under the direction of the Minister. 


5. That no settlement loan shall be made upon the security of improve- 
ments upon any Provincial Crown land, unless the Province by appropriate 
legislation, has provided that the improvements upon the security of which any 
such loan is made shall be subject to a first charge for the amount of such loan 
with interest, and that no patent shall be issued for the said land until ‘such 
loan with interest is repaid in full. 

6. That the payment of principal shall be made in annual instalments 
extending over a period of not more than ten years from the date the settlement 
loan is made, the first payment to become due and payable two years from the 
date of the settlement loan, provided that the settler may at any time repay 
the whole of the settlement loan with interest to date of payment, and all loans 
shall bear interest at the rate of five per cent per annum, payable on the respec- 
tive dates upon which instalments of principal fall due. 

7. That when a settlement loan has been made upon the security of improve- 
ments upon Dominion Crown Lands, the patent shall not issue until the loan 
and all interest charges thereon have been paid in full. 

8. That if a Provincial Government, not having suitable Crown lands avail- 
able, acquires by purchase suitable lands for settlement under the provisions 
of this legislation, the Minister may pay to a Provincial Government a sum not 
exceeding one-half of the interest on the purchase price of such lands, reckoned 
at five per centum per annum, for a period not exceeding two years from the 
date of settlement. 

9. That the Governor in Council may, on the recommendation of the 
Minister, make regulations to carry out these provisions, and the Minister shall 
make an annual report to Parliament of all operations under the proposed 


legislation. 
Resolution to be reported. 


The said Resolution was reported, read the second time and concurred in. 
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Mr. Stewart. (Edmonton West) then, by leave of the House, presented a 
Bill, No. 16, An Act to authorize Advances to settlers on Crown Lands, which 
ine read the first time, and ordered for a second reading at the next sitting of 
the House. 


The House went into Committee of the Whole to consider a certain proposed 
Resolution to amend The Soldier Settlement Act, 1919, and progress having 
been made and reported, the Committee obtained leave to consider it again at 
the next sitting of the House.

The House went again into Committee of the Whole to consider a certain 
proposed Resolution to amend The Soldier Settlement Act, 1919. 


(In the Committee) 


The following Resolution was adopted :— 

Resolved, That it is expedient to amend The Soldier Settlement Act, 1919, 
and to provide,— 

1. That notwithstanding anything in the Act, the Board shall be empowered 
upon the application of a settler who has agreed to purchase any land from 
the Board, who has not abandoned his land, whose agreement with the Board 
has not been terminated or rescinded, and who has not repaid his indebtedness 
to the Board, and where there has been a decrease or depreciation in the market 
value of such land not the result of neglect or mismanagement on the part of 
the settler, to make provision for the revaluation of the said land. 

2. That application for revaluation shall be considered only when made 
by a settler residing on and himself farming the said land, and shall be sub- 
mitted to the District Superintendent of the Soldier Settlement Board for the 
district within which the said land is situated. 

3. That the application shall be supported by affidavit on forms supplied 
by the Board setting out the original purchase price of the land and the value 
cf improvements effected since the establishment of the settler thereon, and by 
a written statement of the settler setting forth his belief as to present value of 
the land and his reasons therefor, and the names and addresses of any persons 
whom the settler proposes as witnesses to the present value; and the District 
Superintendent shall consider the application and material in support and make 
report and recommendation thereupon to the Board. 

4. That if the Board and settler agree upon the amount of depreciation in 
value of the said land such amount shall be credited by the Board to the settler’s 
account as on the standard date in 1925 and upon the settler’s account being so 
credited, the balance then owing to the Board by the settler for all purposes 
shall, at the discretion of the Board, be consolidated and deemed to be the 
settler’s principal indebtedness, and the total cost of the property may be 
amortized over the remaining period of the loan. 

5. That the Minister may appoint District Arbitration Committees having 
jurisdiction in such soldier settlement districts as may be necessary, each Com- 
mittee to consist of three members, one of whom shall be an official of the Soldier 
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Settlement Board and one a representative of the Veterans’ Organization in the 
district; and the members of the District Arbitration Committee when appointed 
shall have all the powers and quthority of a Commissioner under the Inquiries 
Act, and expenditures necessarily incurred by any District Arbitration Com- 
mittee shall be paid out of moneys appropriated from time to time by Parlia- 
ment to soldier land settlement. 

6. That if the Board and settler do not agree upon the amount of deprecia- 
tion in value of the said land the Board shall refer the matter at issue to the 
District Arbitration Committee for determination, who will thereupon fix a 
convenient time and place for hearing. Upon the hearing of all evidence sub- 
mitted the Committee shall decide upon the question in dispute, and its decision 
shall be final. 

7. That the District Arbitration Committee shall forthwith forward a copy 
of its decision to the Board and if it be found there has been a depreciation in 
the value of the land purchased by the settler from the Board, not resulting 
from neglect or mismanagement on the part of the settler, the amount of such 
depreciation so found shall be credited by the Board as provided by Resolution 
No. 4 in respect of amount arrived at by agreement. 


Resolution to be reported. 


The said Resolution was reported, read the second time and concurred in.

the 19th instant, and except the introduction of Bills, Questions and Notices of 
Motions for the Production of Papers, until disposed of. 


The House resumed the adjourned Debate on the proposed motion of Mr. 
King (Kootenay East): That Mr. Speaker do now leave the Chair for the House 
to go into Committee of the Whole to consider a proposed Resolution respecting 
Old Age Pensions. 


And the question being put on the said motion; it was agreed to. 


The House accordingly went into Committee of the Whole on the said 
proposed Resolution. 


(In the Committee) 


The following Resolution was adopted :— 


Resolved, That it is expedient to bring in a measure respecting Old Age 
Pensions, and to provide,— 

1. That the Governor in Council may make an agreement with the 
Lieutenant-Governor in Council of any province for the payment to such province 
quarterly of an amount equal to one-half of the net sum paid out during the 
preceding quarter by such province for pensions pursuant to a provincial statute 
authorizing and providing for the payment of such pensions to the persons and 
under the conditions hereinafter specified and regulations made under the pro- 
posed legislation. ; 
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2. That every agreement so made shall continue in force so long as the 
provincial statute remains in operation or until after the expiration of ten years 
from the date upon which notice of an intention to determine the agreement is 
given by the Governor General to the Lieutenant-Governor of the province with 
which the same was made. 


3. That before any agreement so made comes into operation, the Governor 
in Council shall approve the scheme for the administration of pensions proposed 
to be adopted by the province, and no change in such scheme shall be made by 
the province without the consent of the Governor in Council. 


4. That all sums payable to any province in pursuance of any such agree- 
ment shall be payable from time to time on the certificate of the Treasury Board 
out of any moneys belonging to the Consolidated Revenue Fund of Canada not 
otherwise appropriated, and the Governor in Council may borrow from time to 
time such sums as may be required for the purpose of making such payments. 


5. That provision shall be made for the payment of a pension to every 
person who, at the date of the proposed commencement of the pension: — 
(a) is a British subject, or, being a widow, was such before her marriage; 
(b) has attained the age of seventy years; 
(c) has resided in Canada for the twenty years immediately preceding the 
date aforesaid; 
(d) has resided in the province in which the application for pension is 
made for the five years immediately preceding the said date; 
(e) is not an Indian as defined by the Indian Act; 
(f) has not made any voluntary assignment or transfer of property for the 
purpose of qualifying for a pension, 
6. That the receipt of a pension shall not by itself constitute a disqualifi- 
cation from voting at any provincial or municipal election. 
7. That the maximum pension payable shall be two hundred and forty 
dollars yearly, which shall be subject to reduction by the amount of the income 
of the pensioner in excess of one hundred and twenty-five dollars a year. 


8. That provisions be made as to the credit to the pension authority of the 
annual value of a pensioner’s residence, and the recovery of pension payments 
out of deceased pensioner’s estate, and for the distribution of pension burden 
among provinces by proportionate reimbursement or proportionate reduction 
where the pensioner resided in more than one province or transfers his permanent 
residence to another province, and for ceasing payments where he transfers his 
residence to some place out of Canada, and the revival of his rights upon again 
becoming a resident of Canada. 

9. That no pension shall be subject to alienation or transfer by the pensioner, 
or to seizure in satisfaction of any claim against him. 

10. That on or before the thirtieth day of April in each year, the Minister 
of Finance shall make a full report to Parliament of the operation of the agree- 
ments made pursuant to the proposed Act, and of the monies of Canada paid to 
the provinces under each of the several agreements entered into pursuant thereto. 

11. That the Governor in Council shall have power from time to time, on 
the recommendation of the Minister of Labour, and with the approval of the 
Treasury Board, to make regulations, not inconsistent with the provisions of 
the proposed Act, with regard to the pensions herein provided for, and such 
regulations shall be published in the Canada Gazette, and be laid before Parlia- 
ment. 


Resolution to be reported. 


The said Resolution was reported, read the second time and concurred in. 
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Mr. King (Kootenay East) then, by leave of the House, presented a Bill 
No. 21, An Act respecting Old Age Pensions, which was read the first time, and 
ordered for a second reading at the next sitting of the House. 


The House then adjourned at 11.45 o’clock, p.m.

Therefore be it resolved that, in the opinion of this House, freight rate 
discriminations against the port of Quebec should be removed and grain should 
be transported over this particular route on the same mileage basis as that 
applying from Prairie points to the head of the lakes.

H. J. Harding, the Chief of Police of the Municipality of Chilliwack, British 
Columbia, setting forth the details of a cheque for $100 given by the said 
Blatchford to the said Harding, also to the sum of $201.25 in cash handed to 
him by the said Blatchford; together with copy of the receipt dated December 
14, 1921, given by the said Harding to said Customs Officer Blatchford. 


Mr. King (Kootenay East), a Member of the King’s Privy Council, pre- 
sented,—Return to an Order of the House of the 22nd March, 1926, for a copy 
of all correspondence, telegrams, pay-lists and other documents relating to repairs 
made to the wharf at New Richmond, Quebec, in 1922, of which repairs Mr. 
John B. Cyr was foreman for the Department of Public Works. 


Mr. Mackenzie King (Prince Albert), moved,—That the Special Committee 
appointed on Monday, March 15th, to investigate our present sources of supply 
oi Anthracite and Bituminous coal, the dependability of such sources, and other 
matters in relation thereto, be composed of the following members, viz: Messieurs 
Armstrong (Lambton), Bury, Campbell, Flemming, Garland (Bow River), Ger- 
shaw, Howden, Lapierre, MacDonald (Cape Breton South), McLean (Melfort), 
Neill and Nicholson, with power to send for persons, papers and records, and 
to report from time to time. 

After Debate thereon, the question being put on the said motion; it was 
agreed to. 
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RULING OF MR. SPEAKER 


Mr. Spraxer: A Petition has been presented to the House by James Arthur 
Collins praying that the House of Commons of Canada may determine and 
declare that Donald MacBeth Kennedy of Waterhole, Province of Alberta, was 
not duly elected and returned at the election held 29th of October, 1925; that 
lis return is void; and that the Petitioner be declared duly elected and is entitled 
to be returned as the Member for the Electoral District of Peace River, in the 
House of Commons of Canada. 

On the report of the Clerk of Petitions the Right Honourable W. L. Mac- 
kenzie King raised a point of order. He contends that said petition cannot be 
properly received by the House of Commons because the Peace River Election 
has been protested and is still before the Supreme Court of Alberta and that 
the parliament of Canada, by the Controverted Elections Act passed in 1873, 
which is now to be found in ch. 7, RS.C., 1906, has transferred to Courts 
exclusive jurisdiction over matters relating to the Election of its members. 

A debate arising thereon, many rulings, precedents and authorities were 
cited on both sides of the House. The question is a very important one and I 
have given its solution my most earnest consideration. 

I have looked into the cases cited and I find that they do not all apply to 
this Petition. 

In the Queen’s N.B. case, the proceedings did not originate by a Petition. 
The Clerk of the Crown in Chancery was ordered on the 14th of April, 1887, to 
attend on the next day with the Return of the Election, poll-books and other 
documents. He attended in accordance thereto on the next day. A motion was 
made by Mr. Skinner on April 28th, 1887, that the Clerk of the Crown amend 
his Return by erasing the name of Mr. Baird and substituting that of Mr. King 
as the duly elected member for the constituency; and on amendment by Mr. 
Thompson the Return and Papers were referred to the Committee on Privileges 
and Elections. 

The same procedure was followed in the Brockville and West Huron cases. 
A motion was passed on the 6th of July, 1899, ordering the Clerk of the Crown 
in Chancery to attend at the Table with all poll-books, voters’ lists and other 
documents transmitted to him by the respective Returning Officers. He was in 
attendance on the next day and produced the papers. On motion of Mr. (now 
Sir) R. L. Borden, these papers were referred to the Select Standing Committee 
on Privileges and Elections. 

In the Nipissing case, Mr. Northrup moved on the 24th of April, 1901, in 
amendment to the motion for the Speaker to leave the Chair for Supply that 
the conduct of the Returning Officer be referred to the Committee on Privileges 
and Elections. This amendment was voted down at the same sitting on a 
division of 51 to 94. 

In the Coderre case, no Petition was presented. Mr. Gauthier rose on a 
question of privilege and moved on the 17th of March, 1913, that certain 
allegations against the Secretary of State be referred to the Standing Committee 
on Privileges and Elections. The motion was defeated on a division of 53 to 87. 

The only two cases which originated in the House by way of Petitions are 
those of Gaspé and Richelieu. In the former which came up in 1874, the Peti- 
tioner, Horatio LeBoutillier, asked that the return for the election be amended 
by substituting his name for that of Louis George Harper, the sitting member. 
Speaker Anglin did not allow the Petition to be received. 

In the Richelieu case (1881), Speaker Blanchet rendered a similar decision, 
supplementing it with the following remarks: “If the Petition should be received 
it would then be competent for any Member to move that it be referred to a 
Committee; and if such a motion were agreed to, the various allegations in the 
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petition would constitute the order of reference by which the Committee would 
be governed in its proceedings. In this way, a door would be opened to the 
indiscriminate reception of Petitions attacking generally the Return of Mem- 
bers, though not governed by any of those formalities necessary even in those 
times when the House possessed full jurisdiction over Controverted Elections. 
To grant the prayer of the Petition, would be to violate the general principle 
which lies at the basis of all the Legislation adopted by the English Parliament 
since 1868, and by the Canadian Parliament since 1873, that the Court should 
alone adjudicate on matters of Controverted Elections.” 


Rule 80 has been cited by the Honourable Member for Wellington South as 
2iving the House sufficient authority to take up this Petition but this rule is nuga- 
tory to-day as it was superseded by the Controverted Elections Act which has 
been on the Statute book since 1874. It has nothing to do with the different laws 
which fully provide for the trial and punishment of corrupt practices at elections, 
it only reiterates the House’s privilege to deal with offences of bribery and cor- 
ruption after they have been proved before the competent courts. 


That Parliament, in Canada, as well as in Great Britain, has consented to 
transfer the exercise of some of its privileges to special courts constituted by 
law, there can be no doubt. There is very little difference between the English 
and the Canadian Controverted Elections Law; and May 13th Edition, p. 642, 
after dealing with the organization of the Election tribunals, says:—‘ Petitions 
complaining of undue elections and returns are presented to these courts instead 
of the House of Commons, as formerly. .. . The House has no cognizance of 
these proceedings until their termination; the judges are also to report whether 
any corrupt practices have been committed with the knowledge and consent of 
any candidate.” 


The Act provides, here as well as in Great Britain, that when the Election 
trial is over, the judges shall make a report in writing to the Speaker showing 
if any corrupt practice has or has not been proved to have been committed by or 
with the knowledge and consent of any candidate; the names of the guilty 
parties; whether corrupt practices have extensively prevailed; whether the 
enquiry has been rendered incomplete by the action of any of the parties to the 
Petition and whether further enquiry is desirable. 


Nothing could more clearly show that the House of Commons has trans- 
ferred to these Courts the functions formerly performed by its own Committees 
than the following comment of May’s at page 643. “All such certificates and 
reports are communicated to the House by the Speaker, and are treated like the 
report of election committees under the former system. They are entered in the 
Journals; and orders are made for carrying the determination of the judges into 
execution. A report that corrupt practices have extensively prevailed is equiv- 
alent to the like report from an Election Committee for further enquiry into 
such corrupt practices.” 

I now come to the right of petition alluded to during the debate. Our 
Rule 75 deals with the procedure to be followed as regards Petitions. 
Subsection 8 provides that “Every Petition so reported upon, not containing 
matter in breach of the privileges of this House and which according to the 
rules or practice of the House can be received shall then be deemed to be per- 
mitted to be read and received.” Mark these words, “ can be received.” 


It is well to bear in mind the wording of this Rule. Does it not clearly 
indicate that whilst the right of petitioning may be acknowledged as a fundamen- 
tal principle of the Constitution, yet it is limited? The petition can be received 
if it does not contain matter in breach of the privileges of the House. To be 
received it must conform to its rules and practice. 
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In the course of the debate, great stress was laid on the immemorial right 
of every British subject to petition parliament. 

Redlich, vol 2 p. 239, refers to that time honoured usage in the following 
words: — 

“The venerable institution of petition, the oldest of all parliamentary forms, 
the fertile seed of all the proceedings of the House of Commons, has but little 
life at the present day. It is, no doubt, the birth-right of every British subject 
to address Petitions to the House of Commons and the House of Lords as it was 
fifty years ago, and thousands of petitions are annually sent to the House of 
Commons. Thanks, however, to the ample development of courts of justice 
and administrative bodies, the value of petition as a protection against denials 
of right has disappeared.” 

May, p. 608 observes that “Before the constitution of Parliament had 
assumed its present form, and while its judicial and legislative functions were 
ill-defined, petitions were presented to the Crown and to the great councils of 
the realm for the redress of those grievances which were beyond the jurisdiction 
of the common law.” In the present case, the judicial function is certainly well 
ete and nobody will contend that the grievance is beyond the Court’s juris- 

iction. 

This Petition prays that the House of Commons of Canada may determine 
and declare that Mr. Kennedy was not duly elected and returned at the election, 
held on the 29th of October, 1925, that his return was and is void, and that it 
may be declared that the petitioner was duly elected at the said election, and 
is entitled to be returned as the member elected to represent the electoral dis- 
trict of Peace River in the House of Commons of Canada. 

A prayer of this character is of far reaching importance, and the reception 
of such a petition requires careful consideration and examination of precedents 
before it is entertained or received by the House. 

If this Petition merely asked the House to deal with complaints against 
an Official of the House, such as a deputy returning officer, for violation of his 
duty under the law, such as fraud and manipulation of ballots and other cor- 
rupt practices, or if it asked for the punishment of such an officer, the right of 
Parliament to receive such a petition and apply the remedy is undoubted. The 
House has always the power to enquire into the conduct of its own returning 
officers and to prevent them from wrong doing. (Bourinot, p. 134.) This has 
veen unquestioned since 20th March, 1875, when both Sir John A. Macdonald 
and Hon. Edward Blake agreed that the House had not abandoned its right to 
control, censure and, if need be, punish returning and deputy-returning officers. 
This was also the view held by Sir Louis Davies, Hansard, 1899, volume IJ, 
page 5308. 

The result of the precedents cited is summed up by our old standard 
authority, Bourinot, 4th edition, pages 133-134, where he states: — 

“Among the conclusions reached from a review of the cases cited in those 
controversies one may be stated, viz., that the strong sense of Parliamentary 
and public opinion is opposed to any return to the old system of Parliament 
interfering in the trial of election questions, although it continues to retain all 
the powers not expressly, or by fair inference, entrusted to the courts. The 
provisions of the statutes» on controverted elections and kindred matters do 
not supersede the jurisdiction of the House in questions affecting the seats of 
its own members not arising out of controverted elections. The House is, in 
fact, bound to take notice of any legal disability affecting its members and to 
issue writs for election to fill the places of members adjudged to be incapable 
of sitting without waiting for the return to be questioned by persons outside of 
Parliament; that the House has always the power to inquire into the conduct 
of its own returning officers and to prevent them from wrong doing. Of course 
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it will proceed cautiously in any case that might be more satisfactorily settled 
in the courts, though it is always regular to receive petitions setting forth 
grievances and praying for a remedy, provided they do not question the return 
of the member within the meaning of the Controverted Elections Act.” 

Before the passage of the Controverted Elections Act, the House by the 
Privileges and Elections Committee tried all election petitions, the practice had 
been in force for many years, witnesses and parties filled the lobbies, and 
charges of unfairness and partisanship were constantly alleged. It was to get 
rid of all these difficulties and to set up an impartial tribunal that Parliament 
passed the Act and delegated all such matters to the Courts. 

Exclusive jurisdiction was given to the courts by section 91 of the Act, 
which reads as follows:— 

“91. All elections shall be subject to the provisions of this Act, and shall 
not be questioned otherwise than in accordance therewith.” 

The force of all these authorities and precedents is so impressive that I have 
come to the conclusion to rule that this Petition cannot be received. 


From this ruling Mr. Bennett appealed to the House. 


And the question being put by Mr. Speaker: Shall the ruling of the Chair

The 
loans shall be made on the security of first mortgage on farm lands; the interest 
rate shall be such a rate in excess of the interest payable on the farm loan bonds 
as is sufficient to provide for the expenses of operation; the farm loan bonds 
shall be legal investments and may be purchased by the Minister of Finance 
provided that the amount of such bonds held by him shall not at any time 
exceed $15,000,000; and the amount of any payment by the Government of 
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Canada on account of capital of the Board or as payment for farm loan bonds 
purchased shall be paid out of the Consolidated Revenue Fund on the authority 
of the Governor in Council.

Mr. Speaker laid on the Table,—Description of the motives embodied in 
the design of the House of Commons Calendar Stand, Ink Stand and Seal Press: 


CALENDAR STAND 


The general lines of the stand follow closely the original one used in the 
House of Commons. This new one is made of iron hand wrought with a base of 
black walnut to match the table on which it will stand. Wrought iron is a 
medium requiring careful handling for proper expression. If too simple and 
severe, the particular article is liable to look erude. The Stand being primarily 
for the exhibition of the current month, day and date, must have large, plain 
surfaces, thus the base, corners and top were the logical place to apply the 
delicacy. The motive on the base and at the corners is the wild grape vine, 
native to Canada; its habit is to cling and climb with increasing vigor as days 
pass and years come and go. The calendar stand serves a like purpose, recording 
the days as they come and go. Surmounting the stand is a circlet emblematic of 
the honour of being elected to Parliament; over the circlet is the Royal Crown 
denoting allegiance and expressing the sovereignty of the British Commonwealth 
of Nations. 

INK STAND 


It is a composite of mythology and historical motives. The griffins or 
dragons which ancient men believed in are here shown subdued and controlled 
by the four square bastion decorated with shields charged with the arms of 
the nations from which Canada and her ideals originated and who, by christian 
education and advancement dispelled the myths. Mythological traditions live 
long and slowly die and the griffins show this by the balls which they grasp in 
their claws, symbols of their hold in the ancient times. The size of the balls 
indicates their sphere of contro] is getting smaller and smaller. Supporting 
each shield is a sprig of maple leaves, the emblem of Canada comprising all 
nations within its Dominions, with the historical green of the House of Com- 
mons as a background and giving emphasis to the maple leaf motive. Sur- 
mounting the bastion on which the nations are depicted is an embattlement 
signifying defence by Parliament of the institutions under the sovereignty of 
the Crown, allegiance to which is expressed by the arms of the dome upholding 
same. 

SEAL PRESS 


This being primarily a mechanical device the motive of treatment had to 
be of a decorative nature principally. This was accomplished by placing the 
monogram of the House of Commons on one side of the counter weight and on 
the reverse the Canadian beaver treated in character after the historical style 
established by our North American Indians. The beaver is a good symbol; 
he is a builder; thus his presence on the seal press of the House of Commons 
is appropriate, as well as historical. The fleur-de-lys of ancient France is 
also incised at the rear and the minor decorations are conventionalized treat- 
ments of Canadian flowers. 
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Certain parts on each of these three works are picked out in antique gold. 


This gives a warmth and richness in keeping with the decorations and dignity 
of the Chamber.

be made on the security of first mortgage on farm lands; the interest rate shall 
be such a rate in excess of the interest payable on the farm loan bonds as is 
sufficient to provide for the expenses of operation and for the necessary reserves 
for losses; the farm loan bonds shall be legal investments and may be purchased 
by the Minister of Finance provided that the amount of such bonds held by him 
shall not at any time exceed $15,000,000; and the amount of any payment by 
the Government of Canada on account of capital of the Board or as payment 
for farm loan bonds purchased shall be paid out of the Consolidated Revenue 
Fund on the authority of the Governor in Council.

By Mr. MacLaren:—Address to His Excellency the Governor General, for 
a copy of all correspondence, letters, telegrams, reports, memoranda, Orders in 
Council and other documents, relating to the burglary which took place in the 
Canadian Government office, King street, St. John, New Brunswick, in the year 
1917, 


Mr. Bristol, seconded by Mr. Harris, moved,—Whereas, Article V of tke 
Treaty between the United States of America and the King of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland and of the British Dominions beyond the 
Seas, proclaimed May 18, 1910, and relating to boundary waters between the 
United States of America and the Dominion of Canada, reads as follows:— 

“The High Contracting Parties agree that it is expedient to limit the 
diversion of waters from the Niagara River so that the level of Lake Erie and 
the flow of the stream shall not be appreciably affected. It is the desire of both 
Parties to accomplish this object with the least possible injury to investments 
which have already been made in the construction of power plants on the 
United States side of the river under grants of authority from the State of New 
York, and on the Canadian side of the river under licenses authorized by the 
Dominion of Canada and the Province of Ontario. 

“So long as this treaty shall remain in force, no diversion of the waters 
of the Niagara River above the Falls from the natural course and stream thereof 
shall be permitted except for the purposes and to the extent hereinafter 
provided. 

“The United States may authorize and permit the diversion within the 
State of New York of the waters of said river above the Falls of Niagara, for 
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power purposes, not exceeding in the aggregate a daily diversion at the rate of 
twenty thousand cubic feet of water per second. 

“The United Kingdom, by the Dominion of Canada, or the Province of 
Ontario, may authorize and permit the diversion within the Province of 
Ontario of the waters of said river above the Falls of Niagara, for power 
purposes, not exceeding in the aggregate a daily diversion at the rate of thirty- 
six thousand cubic feet of water per second. 

“The prohibitions of this article shall not apply to the diversion of water 
for sanitary or domestic purposes, or for the service of canals for the purposes 
of navigation.” 

Whereas, official engineering reports of both Governments show that about 
ninety-five per centum of the flow of the Niagara River passes over the Horse- 
shoe Falls, largely on the Canadian side of the International Boundary line; 
that the erosion caused thereby is rapidly changing the contour of the Horse- 
shoe Falls and is threatening the ultimate destruction of its scenic beauty 
unless the flow over the Falls is lessened and remedial works are constructed to 
spread the flow of the waters at the crest of the Horseshoe Falls; 

Whereas, the limited amount of the waters of Niagara River permitted by 
Article V of the Boundary Waters Treaty to be diverted in both the United 
States of America and in the Dominion of Canada from Niagara River, from 
above the Falls of Niagara for power purposes, have already been wholly 
diverted’ and utilized in the generation of hydro-electric power, the demand for 
which is increasing in the Province of Ontario more rapidly than the same can 
be generated and supplied to its customers by the Hydro-Electric Power Com- 
mission of Ontario, rendering necessary the early resort to steam generated 
electric power, unless Article V is promptly amended to provide for a greater 
diversion of the waters of Niagara River from above the Falls of Niagara; 

Whereas, the ultilization of the waters of the Niagara River provide the 
most expeditious, efficient and economical source of electric energy in the 
Dominion of Canada, whereby to supply its municipalities, citizens and 
industries with cheap electricity which is one of the most important factors in 
the public, private, social, economic and industrial development of this Dominion; 

Whereas, the diversion of the waters of the Niagara River from above the 
Falls can safely be increased to a total of eighty thousand cubic feet per second 
without the installation of remedial works, and such increased diversion will 
tend to lessen the erosion and to prevent the anticipated “ Suicide of Niagara ”, 
and so to preserve the scenic beauty of the cataracts and rapids, a still greater 
diversion with more favourable results being permissible provided the interested 
Governments shall determine on the remedial works to spread the flow of the 
waters above the crest of the Falls; 

Whereas, the Government of the United States of America has intimated 
its willingness to conduct negotiations with the United Kingdom through this 
Dominion of Canada further to protect and preserve the natural and scenic 
beauty of the Falls and rapids of the Niagara, which can only be accomplished 
by Amendment of Article V of the Boundary Waters Treaty; and 

Whereas, this Government recognizes and acknowledges the urgency of 
co-operative action with the Government of the United States of America to 
the end that the splendor of the Cataracts of Niagara may be protected and 
preserved and the imperative electric power needs of the Dominion may be 
supplied. 

Now, be it resolved: that the Parliament of Canada should instruct and 
authorize the Honourable, the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, to com- 
municate to the proper officials of the Government of the United States of 
America the willingness of this Dominion to discuss the advisability of amending 
Article V of the Boundary Waters Treaty, proclaimed May 13, 1910, with 
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reference to an increase in the amount of water permitted to be diverted on 
each side of the International Boundary from the Niagara River above the 
Falls for power purposes and in reference to the joint construction of remedial 
works for the protection and preservation of the scenic beauty and splendour 
of the cataracts and rapids of Niagara. 

After Debate thereon, the said motion was, by leave of the House, with- 
drawn. 


Mr. Coote, seconded by Mr. Jelliff, moved,—That, in the opinion of this 
House, a special committee should be appointed to examine into the whole 
situation of the cattle industry with power to recommend any measures that in 
their opinion might conduce to the benefit and further development of the 
industry. 


And a Debate arising thereon; 


Mr. Speaker having arrived in the House, took the Chair. 


After further Debate thereon; 


By unanimous consent, the said motion was referred to the Select Standing 
Committee on Agriculture and Colonization. 


Mr. Ross (Kingston City), seconded by Mr. Charters, moved,—That, in 
the opinion of this House, our industries here have to have safeguarding with 
respect to competition from other parts of the world, competition from the 
country to the south, competition from conditions as they are in Europe. 


And a Debate arising thereon; 
Mr. Jacobs, seconded by Mr. Hatfield, moved that the Debate be now 


adjourned.

The Clerk of the House laid upon the Table the Report of the Clerk of 
Petitions upon the petition presented on the 27th ultimo, and the same was read, 
and is as follows:— 

The Clerk of Petitions has the honour to report that he has examined the 
following Petition, viz: — 

Of James Arthur Collins of Chisholm, Province of Alberta, lumberman; 

praying that the House of Commons will investigate the conduct of the Chief 
Electoral Officer of Canada, the Returning Officer for the electoral district of 
Peace River, the deputy Returning Officer, and such other officer or officers as 
may be necessary, in connection with the establishing of a polling place at Brule 
Mines, poll No. 4 aforesaid, and the taking of, counting and recounting the 
votes cast at such poll in the said district of Peace River, and that such Chief 
Electoral Officer, Returning Officer, Deputy Returning Officer or other officer 
or officers be directed to take such action as may be requisite and necessary to 
secure the return to the House of Commons of the candidate who secured the 
greatest number of votes in the said electoral district of Peace River on the 29th 
of October, 1925, and finds that:— 
' The Prayer of this Petition consists of two parts, viz —(1) That the House 
investigate the conduct of certain officials in connection with the election of a 
member to represent the Constituency of Peace River in the House of Commons 
of Canada, held on the 29th October, 1925. 

(2) That the House direct the proper officers to take such action as may be 
necessary and requisite to secure the return to the House of Commons of the 
Candidate who secured the greatest number of votes cast by the Electors of the 
said electoral district of Peace River on the 29th October, aforesaid. 

The form of this Petition and its contents so far as the first part of the 
Prayer is concerned are within the requirements of the 75th rule, and refer only 
to such matters as are within the right and competency of the House to deal 
with, should the House desire to do so; should, however, the course suggested 
in the second part of the Prayer be taken by the House it would apparently have 
the effect of authorizing other persons to exercise a power which the House has 
already delegated by Statute to the exclusive Jurisdiction of the courts. 
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Apparently the first part of the Prayer of this Petition is only of a prelimin- 
ary nature leading up to the main request as contained in the second part, con- 
sequently, the Prayer, considered as a whole, brings this Petition within the 
ruling of Mr. Speaker Lemieux given on the 6th May last, in a somewhat. similar 
case, which ruling was subsequently sustained by the House on appeal, viz., that 
a petition which prays for any action to be taken by the House that might 
involve in any respect an interference with the provisions of the Controverted 
Elections Act, Chapter 7, R.S.C., 1906, cannot be received. ; 

Under these circumstances I have therefore the honour to report that this 
Petition should not be received.

PRAYERS. 


Mr. Speaker informed the House,—That the Clerk had laid on the Table 
the Thirtieth Report of the Examiner of Petitions for Private Bills, which was 
read as follows:— 

Pursuant to Rule 96, Section 2, the Examiner of Petitions for Private Bills 
has the honour to present the following as his Thirtieth Report:— 

Your Examiner has duly examined the following Petitions for Private Bills, 
severally praying for the passing of an Act to grant divorce and to dissolve the 
marriage in each case, and finds that the requirements of the 91st Rule have 
been complied with, viz:— 

Of James Gibb Erskine of Ottawa, Ontario, husband of Gladys Muriel! 
Erskine (née Hall). 

Of Manford York of Toronto, Ontario, husband of Dora York (née Mowers). 

Of Robert Fisher of Ottawa, Ontario, husband of Lena Fisher (née Ferdi- 
nand). 


Mr. McIntosh, from the Select Standing Committee on Industrial and 
International Relations, presented the Second and Final Report of the said 
Committee, which is as follows:— 

In the House of Commons on March 17th, the resolution, “That in the 
opinion of this House a wage sufficient to provide for a reasonable standard of 
living should constitute a legal minimum wage,” was referred to the Selecé 
Standing Committee on Industrial and International Relations for examination 
and report. 

Your Committee has held several meetings and made a careful examination 
of the said Resolution, having regard to the labour provisions of the Treaties 
of Peace and the jurisdiction of the Dominion Parliament, and the Provincial 
Legislatures. Six witnesses in all were examined. The witnesses who appeared 
before your Committee and the subjects respectively dealt with were:— 
Assistant Deputy Minister of Labour, Gerald H. Brown, who traced the history 
of minimum wage legislation in Canada and the contribution the Federal 
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Department of Labour was trying to make to the effective solution of the 
many problems arising in the realm of labour in the Dominion ; W. Stuart 
Edwards, Deputy Minister of Justice, who gave a legal opinion on the question 
of jurisdiction involved in the Resolution under examination; C. W. Bolton, 
Statistician, Labour Department, who took up the question of family budgets 
considered from the point of view of living wages; Margaret 8. Gould, Research 
Department of the Canadian Brotherhood of Railway Employees, who further 
continued the discussion in a specific and detailed manner on family budgets; 
Albert Hewitson, Departmental Superintendent, Canadian Colored Cottons 
Limited, Cornwall, Ontario, who made a statement of the wages and conditions 
existing in a typical Ontario.factory town; and Dr. J. W. MacMillan, Chair- 
man of the Minimum Wage Board, who explained minimum wage administra- 
tion. 

The labour principles embodied in the Treaty of Versailles and the other 
Treaties of Peace recognized the well-being physically, morally and intellectu- 
ally of industrial wage earners. They are nine in number, the third of which is 
“The payment to the employees of a wage adequate to maintain a reasonable 
standard of living as this is understood in their time and country.” The latter 
clause of the Peace Treaty was explained by Gerald H. Brown, Assistant Deputy 
Minister of Labour, when he gave evidence to the effect that “ The labour part 
of the Peace Treaties opens with the declaration that if we are going to have 
peace in the world it must be based on social justice, and there must be a world- 
wide acceptance of reasonable living and working conditions, and that the 
principle which is enunciated in the Peace Treaties, and the principle which 
has already been endorsed by Canada through its acceptance of the Peace 
Treaties and its approval by Parliament and ratification by proper diplomatic 
authorities on our behalf constitute acceptance of the idea of minimum wages.” 

The evidence presented by Dr. MacMillan showed that the principle of the 
minimum wage as applied to women was working out most satisfactorily. His 
words, “ The very convincing appeal which the Minimum Wage principle makes 
to the world, is of this nature; it is an assertion of the preciousness, or if vou 
prefer sacredness; the supreme sacredtiess of humidn life_the right of the worker 
to live from his work.” Dr. MacMillan further stated that if the principle has 
been applied to women workers and found satisfactory there is no reason why 
its scope should not be extended to men. He says, “ There seems to be no reason 
why if this principle is good for worien’s wages, it should not be applied at 
least to some classes of men’s wages, as 4 provision that the proper type of law 
should first be passed and then that the proper type of administration of tlis 
law should be applied.” It is to be noted in this connection that the British 
Columbia Legislature at its last session passed a minimum wage act for men 
applicable to most phases of industrial activities, and that the board appointed 
to carry out the act is now engaged obtaining data and evidence to enable it to 


iis the minimum wage for the lumbering industry, the first industry to be dealt 
with. i 


manifestly unfair and unbusinesslike inasmuch as it cos itry mu 
involving, as it does, an excess of unrest, ill-health and Ming! “ban art Te 
It was stated by the Deputy Minister of Justice that according to the British 
North America Act legislative jurisdiction in regard to minimum wages is vested 
primarily in the provincial legislatures. He also quoted section 132 as follows: 
The Parliament of Canada shall have all powers necessary or proper for 
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performing the obligations of Canada or any provinces thereof as part of the 
British Empire, towards foreign countries, arising out of any treaty between 
the Empire and such foreign countries.” Commenting on this he said, “ There 
ean be no doubt that where Canada has entered into an obligation by treaty— 
and in that connection I mean an association with the Empire of course— 
within the meaning of section 132, which I have just read—I do not think there 
is any doubt but that Parliament has power to legislate for the purpose of 
carrying into effect the provision of the treaty.” This opinion goes to show 
that the British North America Act by no means contemplates industriel 
problems of the kind and scope to which Canadians to-day must adjust thei- 
selves. 

Your Committee accordingly recommend (a) That a conference of Provincial 
and Dominion representatives intimately in touch with labour conditions through- 
out Canada be held in the near future to consult as to the best means to. be 
employed of giving effect to the labour provisions of the Treaties of Peace; (b) 
That 10,000 copies of the present report and the evidence upon which it is based 
be printed, these to be distributed by the Department of Labour, and that Rule 
74 be suspended in connection therewith.

Mr. Dunning, a Member of the King’s Privy Council, presented,—-Return 
to an Order of the House of the 7th April, 1926, for a copy of all correspondence, 
telegrams, reports, agreements, contracts, letters and all other correspondence 
between the Honourable Alesander Groesbeck, Governor of Michigan, or any 
other person or persons, and Sir Henry Thornton and the Canadian 
National Railways, or any official thereof, relating to the giving up 
of valuable charter considerations and rights of way to the State of Michigan 
by the Canadian National Railways and The Detroit G. H. & M. Railway, a 
subsidiary—and the agreement to pay $225,000 taxes a year to the State of 
Michigan. The surrender of valuable franchise owned in perpetuity in the centre 
of Detroit by the Canadian National and the Detroit & G. R. M. Railway, and 
also relating to the use of the Brush Street (C.N.R.) terminal in. Detroit. 


Mr. Meighen, seconded by Mr. Davis, moved,—That notwithstanding the 
report of the Clerk of Petitions the Petition of James Arthur Collins presented 
to the House on the 27th day of May, 1926, be read and received. 


Mr. Mackenzie King (Prince Albert) raised the point that, prior to debating 
the said motion, the Speaker should rule whether the reception of the Petition 
was to be decided upon by the Speaker or by the House itself. : 


Mr, Speaker: I have carefully studied this question since the motion 
Seer on the Order Paper and I will now give the decision which I have 
reached. 

In this case the Right Hon. Mr. Meighen has the right to make a motion 
that the petition be received, which is the common form of motion in regard 
to public petitions, and it could also be made as a matter of privilege. The 
right of petitioning the House is an old and established principle to be jealously 
preserved. 

A distinction, however, must be drawn between petitions relating to matters 
of public interest and those relating to controverted elections. In the former 
case, the right of petition is unimpaired. In the latter, it is clear that a petition 
complaining of the undue election of a member and questioning the right of 


an hon. member to his seat, cannot be received by the House, as such a petition 
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is in conflict with the letter and spirit of the statutes respecting the trial of con- 
troverted elections. The House in this case has no jurisdiction to interfere. 

The amended petition in this case has two distinct requests. The first 
relates to the conduct of certain electoral officers, and is unquestionably within 
the jurisdiction of the House. The House retains its power over its own officers, 
and will receive a petition that prays that the House of Commons will investigate 
the conduct of the Chief Electoral Officer, the deputy returning officers, or other 
officers, in any particular. 

The second request is essentially a different matter, and a very serious 
proposition, that such officers shall be authorized to take such action as may 
be requisite to secure the return to the House of any one of the candidates at an 
‘election. There is here involved, in another form, the same controversial ques- 
tion as to an election which is now pending before the tribunal established’ by 
Jaw for the decision of such questions. Parliament has never entrusted such 
duties to its officers. By statute the Judges are to decide such matters. 

Part of this prayer is within the jurisdiction of the House, and part beyond 
that jurisdiction. It seems to be a case where the House cannot afford any 
practical relief, or investigate the complaint except in a limited degree as respects 
its own officers. Such a petition may be ordered to lie on the table on the 
ground that the relief prayed for is partly within the power of the House, though 
not likely to be afforded. 

It is for the House to judge and determine whether this petition should lie 
on the table and thus become one of the permanent records of the House. The 
House has always maintained the undoubted constitutional rights of the people 
to complain of grievances, and to pray for their redress, but while that is so, 
the House itself must take into serious consideration the question of devolving 
upon its officers such large responsibilities as are involved in the prayer of this 
petition. 

I have asked the House to take this responsibility, notwithstanding that 
I have already ruled that the petition as first presented though differently 
drafted, was not receivable, not because I believe that ruling to have beeu 
wrong, but for the reason that I find in Blackmore’s Speakers’ Decisions, 1857- 
1884, a case somewhat similar to that now in question. At page 238 there 
appears a ruling by Mr. Speaker Brand from which I quote: “In the event of a 
special report from the Public Petitions committee’’— 

I may observe here that in the British parliament there is no officer corre- 
sponding to our Examiner of Petitions, but there is a Public Petitions com- 
mittee. 

—in reference to a petition, the House, not the Speaker, decides whether 
"it should lie upon the table.” 

I need not enter into details, but after a lengthy debate Mr. Speaker Brand 
said: “It is for the House, and not for me, to judge and determine whether the 
petition now under the consideration of the House should lie upon the table 
and thus become one of the permament records of the House. The House has 
always maintained the undoubted constitutional rights of the people to com- 
plain of grievances, and to pray for their redress; but that right may be abused, 
and the question for the consideration of the House now is, whether the peti- 
tioners in the present case have not abused the right of petitioning, which they 
undoubtedly possess.” 

This is the only point upon which the House is called upon to declare,‘ and 
for that reason I leave the responsibility to the House. 


Ordered,—That the Clerk do read the said Petition. 
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The said Petition was accordingly read by the Assistant Clerk, as follows:— 


To the Honourable the Members of the House of Commons in Parliament 
assembled :— 


The petition of the undersigned, James Arthur Collins of Chisholm, in the 
province of Alberta, lumberman— 


Humbly Sheweth: 


1. That an election was held on the 29th day of October, A.D. 1925, for 
the electoral district of Peace River, to elect a member to represent the said 
electoral district in the House of Commons of Canada. 

2. That the candidates at the said election were: Donald Macbeth Ken- 
nedy. William Archibald Rae and your petitioner, James Arthur Collins. 

3. That Edward Henry Sheppard was the returning officer at said election, 
and on the 26th day of November, A.D. 1925, declared the said Donald Macbeth 
Kennedy duly elected to represent the said electoral district in the fifteenth 
parliament of Canada. 

4. That pursuant to the provisions of the Dominion Elections Act, in that 
behalf, a recount of the votes cast at the said election was held from the first 
until eighteenth days of December, 1925, at the city of Edmonton, by His 
Honour Judge Mahaffy, and at the conclusion of said recount the said judge 
certified that 3,986 votes had been cast in favour of Donald Macbeth Kennedy; 
3,944 votes had been cast in favour of William Archibald Rae, and 3,969 votes 
had been cast in favour of your petitioner, James Arthur Collins, and directed 
that the said Donald Macbeth Kennedy be declared elected to represent the 
said electoral district in the fifteenth parliament of Canada, by a majority of 
seventeen votes over your petitioner. 

5. That on the 2nd day of January, the said Donald Macbeth Kennedy 
was gazetted as the member returned for the electoral district of Peace River to 
serve in the House of Commons of Canada, and he has taken his seat in such 
House of Commons. 

6. That on or about the 26th day of February, A.D. 1926, proceedings 
under the Controverted Elections Act were taken by one John B. Page against 
the said Donald Macbeth Kennedy, but no such proceedings have been taken 
by your petitioner, or by any one on his behalf. 

7. That at the said election, the said electoral district of Peace River was 
subdivided into 298 polling divisions, No. 4 of such divisions being known as 
Brule Mines poll. 

8. That the final recount by His Honour Judge Mahaffy, as aforesaid, 
showed that at Brule Mines poll, being poll No. 4 as aforesaid, twelve votes 
were cast in favour of Donald Macbeth Kennedy and 127 votes in favour of 
William Archibald Rae and twenty-one votes in favour of your petitioner. 

9. That at least 111 electors voted for your petitioner at Brule Mines poll, 
No. 4, aforesaid, but through the action of the deputy returning officer, one Peter 
A. Robb, and other persons, to your petitioner unknown, ballots were fraudu- 
lently manipulated to produce the result mentioned in the next preceding para- 
graph of this petition. 

10. That on or about the 18th day of January, 1926, the said Peter A. 
-Robb, deputy returning officer, aforesaid, was charged before the Honourable 
Chief Justice Simmons of the Trial Division of the Supreme Court of Alberta. 

“For that he, the said Peter A. Robb, on or about the 29th day of October, 
A.D. 1925, at polling division No. 4 at Brule Mines in the province of Alberta, 
at an election held under and by virtue of the Dominion Elections Act for the 
election of a person to serve in the House of Commons of Canada in and for 
the electoral district of Peace River, in the province aforesaid, did fraudulently 
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destroy a number of ballot papers used by voters at the time and place afore- 
sald. 

And also for that he, the said Peter A. Robb, on or about the 29th day of 
October, A.D. 1925, at polling division No. 4, iat Brule Mines, aforesaid, at an 
election held under and by virtue of the Dominion Elections Act for the election 
of a person to serve in the House of Commons of Canada in and for the elec- 
toral district of Peace River, did fraudulently put into the ballot box, used in 
connection with the said poll, papers other than the ballot papers which he, 
the said Peter A. Robb, was authorized by law to put in the said ballot box. 

And also for that he, the said Peter A. Robb, on or about the 29th day of 
October, A.D. 1925, at polling division No. 4 at Brule Mines in the province of 
Alberta at an election under and by virtue of the Dominion Elections Act for 
the election of a person to serve in the House of Commons of Canada in and 
for the electoral district of Peace River in the province of Alberta and being a 
deputy returning officer at said polling division No. 4, did fraudulently put 
otherwise than as authorized by the said Dominion Elections Act, his initials 
on the back of papers purporting to be, or capable of being used as ballot papers 
for the said election,” to which said charges the said Peter A. Robb pleaaed 
“ Not Guilty.” 

11, That the trial of the said Peter A. Robb commenced at Edmonton, 
Alberta, on Monday the 29th day of March, 1926, before the Honourable Mr. 
Justice Walsh of the Trial Division of the Supreme Court of Alberta and a jury, 
and at the conclusion of the said trial on the first day of April, 1926, the said 
Peter A, Robb was found guilty by the said jury on all the three charges afove- 
said (as amended at the said trial) and was sentenced by the Honourable Mr 
Justice Walsh to imprisonment for five years in the penitentiary at Prince 
Albert with hard labour, for each of the said offences, such sentences to run 
concurrently. <A certified copy of the proceedings at the said trial accompanies 
this petition. 

12. That the evidence of a number of electors who voted -at Brule Mines 
Poll No. 4 aforesaid was given at the said trial referred to in paragraph 11 
hereof; that in giving their evidence the said electors stated for whom they had 
voted and thereby established that the said Peter A. Robb did fraudulentiy 
destroy a number of ballot papers used by the said electors, that he, the said 
Peter A. Robb, did fraudulently put into a ballot box used at the said poll, 
papers other than the ballot papers which he was authorized by law to put in the 
said ballot box, and also that he, the said Peter A. Robb, did fraudulently put 
otherwise than as authorized by the said Dominion Elections Act his initials 
on the back of papers purporting to be or capable of being used as ballot papers 
for the said election. 

13. That absolutely essential evidence available to your petitioner to esteb- 
lish the faudulent manipulation of ballot papers at Brule Mines Poll No. 4 
aforesaid is necessarily that of the said electors who voted at such poll and gave 
their testimony at the trial of the said Peter A. Robb. 

14. That said electors who voted at Brule Mines Poll No. 4 aforesaid can- 
not under the law be permitted to give evidence as to how they voted at the 
said election in proceedings under the Controverted Election Act or in any 
legal proceedings other than in criminal cases. . 

15. That consequently there is no tribunal in the Dominion of Canada with 
power to make the enquiries necessary to establish the facts alleged in this 
petition or with jurisdiction to provide a remedy for the wrong which has been 
done your petitioner other than the House of Commons of Canada, 

16. That the fraud and irregularities complained of herein were the fraud 
and irregularities of an officer or officers of the House of Commons of Canade 
committed prior to, at and subsequent to the taking of the vote of the electors 
and the closing of the said Brule Mines Poll No. 4. 
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17. That the fraud and irregularities of the said officer or officers deprived 
your petitioner of his seat in the House of Commons for said electoral district 
of Peace River, your petitioner having at the said election held on the 29th day 
of October for said electoral district received more votes than did either the 
said Donald Macbeth Kennedy or William Archibald Rae. 

Wherefore your petitioner prays that the House of Commons will investiga‘e 
the conduct of the Chief Electoral Officer of Canada, the Returning Officer for 
the electoral district of Peace River, Edward Henry Sheppard aforesaid, the

A Message was received from the Senate informing this House that the 
Senate had passed the Bill No. 113. An Act respecting the Bronson Company, 
with amendments, which are as follows:— 

1. Page 1, line 14.—For clause 2 of the Bill substitute the following: — 

“2. The proviso to section two of chapter one hundred and three of the 
statutes of 1888 is repealed and the following is substituted therefor: Provided 
that the Company may acquire such real estate only as may be necessary or 
convenient for the purposes of the Company, and section two of chapter ninety- 
six of the statutes of 1899 is hereby amended by striking out in the seventh line 
thereof the words ‘any real and personal property’ and substituting therefor 
“such real and personal property as may be necessary or convenient for the 
purposes of the Company ’.” 

2. Page 3, line 38.—For clause-5 of the Bill substitute the following:— 

. “$5. Sections one hundred and sixty-five and one hundred and sixty-eight 
of The Companies Act shall not apply to the Company.” 


Mr. Kay, from the Select Standing Committee on Agriculture and Coloni- 
zation, presented the Fourth Report of the said Committee, which is as 
follows:— 

Your Committee has had under consideration the order of reference respect- 
ing the cattle industry, with power to examine into the whole situation, and 
to recommend such measures as would. in the opinion of this Committee, be 
beneficial to the further development of that industry, and after consideration 
of this matter, recommend to the House the following resolutions as passed 
separately by this Committee at a meeting held this day, viz:— 

1. That this Committee recommend that a Canadian representative at 
Washington should be appointed at once. 

2. That this Committee recommend that the Government enter into nego- 
tiations with the United States looking toward the entry of Canadian cattle into 
the United States market on more favourable terms than at present. 
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3. That this Committee recommend that the Canadian Customs tariff 
against the United States cattle should be placed on the same rate and same 
specific basis as the United States tariff against Canadian cattle, with a pro- 
vision that if the United States tariff duties be removed or reduced, the Canadian 
duties would thereupon be removed or reduced to the same extent. 


Mr. Mercier (St. Henri), from the Special Committee appointed to investi- 
gate the administration of the Department of Customs and Excise, presente: 
the Third and Final Report of the said Committee, which is as follows:— 


The Special Committee appointed to investigate the administration of the 
Department of Customs and Excise, beg leave to present the following as their 
Third and Final Report:— 

1. On the 5th February, 1926, the House of Commons adopted the follow- 
ing resolution :— 

“That a Special Committee of this House, consisting of nine members, be 
appointed forthwith to investigate the administration of the Department oi 
Customs and Excise and alleged serious losses to the public treasury because 
of inefficiency or corruption on the part of officers of the Department and others, 
and that such investigation extend back over such period of time as the Com- 
mittee may decide and have regard to all matters affecting the prevention of 
smuggling, the prosecution of offenders, the seizure, storage and disposal of 
smuggled goods, or goods seized for purposes of excise or other taxes, the 
appraisal of goods for revenue purposes, the collection of customs and excise 
duties, the knowledge of ministers or officials of offences or irregularities affect- 
ing the public service in said department, the efficiency of the administration 
thereof, and the necessity of safeguarding the public revenue and the public 
treasury, and that such Committee have power to send for persons, papers and 
records, to adjourn from place to place, to print the evidence taken before the 
Committee, and to report from time to time.” 

2. By a subsequent resolution the Committee was constitutéd as follows: 
Messrs. C. W. Bell, K.C. (Hamilton West); Hon. R. B. Bennett, K.C.; D. 
Donaghy, K.C.; A. J. Doucet; J. C. Elliott, K.C.; D. M. Kennedy; P. Mercier, 
K.C. (St. Henri); E. C. St. Pére; Hon. H. H. Stevens; Mr. Paul Mercier, K.C., 
was elected Chairman. Mr. Elliott having been appointed a Minister of the 
Crown and by resolution of the House of Commons, Mr. William T. Goodison 
was appointed to the vacancy so created, on March 15th, 1926. 

3. Your Committee sat from 9th February to 11th June, held 115 sittings, 
and heard 224 witnesses. Mr. R. L. Calder, K.C., was appointed Counsel to the 
Committee, and Mr. R. D. Tighe, Assistant Counsel, both appointments being 
ratified by the House. Certain interested parties were represented by Counsel 
on a number of the hearings, by leave of the Committee. 


4. Notwithstanding the time devoted by the Committee to the taking of 
evidence the matters referred to it by the order of reference could not be com- 
pletely reviewed. Much evidence was taken in connection with the Port of Mont- 
real; the situation at Beebe and Rock Island, Quebec; and the operation of 
distilleries. The Committee have also with some detail examined into liquor 
smuggling in the Maritime Provinces. The Committee have examined in a 
general way the conduct of business at certain customs ports of Ontario. The 
Committee have not dealt, except incidentally, with the Middle West and the 
Pacific Coast. To a degree, therefore, this report is incomplete and suggestive 
rather than final. Full audit and extra-departmental investigation would be 
profitable in improving the service and recovering a large amount of revenue. 


5. Since 1897 the Customs Department has been under the control of a 
responsible Minister. In 1918 the Department of Excise, which had been a 
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separate department of the Public Service since the year 1868, was amalgamated 
with the Customs Department and in 1920 and 1924, respectively, the amal- 
gamated departments were charged with the collection of Sales and Income 
Taxes. The administration of these amalgamated departments is a serious task. 
The Customs frontier between the United States and Canada is a very long one 
and the position and number of bridges and highways crossing the boundary 
together with the extended line of sea coast, rendered the suppression of smug- 
gling difficult. The adoption by the United States of the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment has increased the difficulty, because it has made the incentive to illegally 
convey intoxicating liquor to the United States very great, and with the mass 
production of many products in that country there is a correspondingly great 
incentive to illegally import such products into Canada. In the year 1925 
smuggling assumed such large proportions that a number of business men made 
representations to the Government, in consequence of which an Act, Chapter 39 
of the Statutes of 1925, was passed making smuggling an indictable offence, 
where the goods were of the value of more than $200 and the penalties incurred 
by such smuggling increased. 


6. The evidence submitted to the Committee leads to the general conclu- 
sion that for a long time the Department of Customs and Excise had been slowly 
degenerating in efficiency and that the process was greatly accelerated in the 
last few years. Apparently the Hon. Jacques Bureau, then Minister of Customs, 
failed to appreciate and properly discharge the responsibilities of his office and 
as a result there was a lack of efficient, continuous and vigorous control of 
subordinates by the Headquarters Staff at Ottawa. 


7. The procedure provided by the Customs Act in the matter of Customs 
Seizures is as follows:—Upon making a seizure the Collector or Seizing Officer 
forthwith reports the circumstances of the case to the Commissioner of Customs 
(Section 174). Thereupon the Commissioner notifies the owner or claimant of 
the thing seized, stating the reasons for the seizure, and calls upon such owner 
or claimant to furnish within thirty days any evidence he may desire to submit 
(Section 175). After the expiration of thirty days or sooner, if evidence is 
forthcoming on the part of the owner or claimant, “the Commissioner may 
consider and weigh the circumstances of the case and report his opinion -and 
recommendation thereon to the Minister” (Section 176). The Minister there- 
upon either gives his decision and states the terms upon which the thing seized 
or detained may be released or the penalty or forfeiture remitted or refers the 
decision to the Court (Section 177). The Committee finds that this procedure 
was not followed. Although, as a rule, the facts are correctly recited in the 
summary submitted to the Minister, the opinion is not infrequently at variance 
with such facts, and ithe recommendation is so drawn as to elicit a decision to 
which such facts are repugnant. This discrepancy is accounted: for by the fact 
that the report upon the evidence was in many instances preceded by a confer- 
ence, and the recommendation was dictated by an intelligent anticipation of the 
Minister’s wishes in the premises. 

8. The Committee is of opinion that the administrative duties of the 
Department of Customs and Excise should be left to the Executive Officers of 
the department. Where the value of the goods or the amount in question is $200 
or more the procedure should be automatic and not subject to Ministerial inter- 
ference or control. Where the goods in question are under $200 the case would 
fall under the heading of ‘‘ Petty Offences’. and the Minister’s diseretion might 
there find a proper field for its. exercise. 

9. The Committee find that theft. of motor ae has frequently been 
associated with smuggling on the Quebec Customs frontier. The procedure 
followed by the department in dealing with cars stolen and smuggled has resulted 
in an advartage to the thief and receiver as against the owner of the car. 
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In the opinion of the Committee the procedure might be modified so as to 
provide that when the owner has established his title to the satisfaction of the 
department the car should be forthwith released to him, under bonds to re-export 
it, and upon payment of charges for storage, etc., such release to be made at a 
time and place of which notice should be given to the person in whose possession 
it was at time of seizure in order that he may take such legal proceedings as 
are competent to him to assert any claim thereto or lien thereupon. 


10. The Committee find that it is the common practice of the department to 
erant clearances to vessels wholly or partly laden with liquor for the United 
States, or allegedly bound for a foreign port, but admittedly sdiling to “rum 
rows,” and that false landing certificates have been produced to obtain cancel- 
lation of bonds given for foreign export of cargoes so cleared. 

The Committee further find that a strong presumption is raised that some 
proportion of the liquor so shipped and cleared finds its way back into Canada 
for consumption, The Committee, therefore, recommend that excise and sales 
tax be levied on all Canadian made intoxicating liquors released from bond, no 
matter where they are carried and consumed, and that duty and sales tax be 
levied on all alcoholic liquors entering Canada, whether in bond or otherwise, 
irrespective of their ultimate destination. 

Doubts have been cast upon the sufficiency of existing legislation to prohibit 
or authorize regulations prohibiting the illegal export of intoxicating liquors to 
the United States. To the extent to which such legislation may be insufficient 
the Committee recommend that it be amended. The Committee further recom- 
mend that, as soon as possible, regulations be made to prohibit clearances being 
granted to vessels carrying liquor as cargo, sailing from a Canadian port to a 
United States port, such regulations to make an exception in favour of liquor 
being imported into the United States in accordance with the laws of that 
country. 


11. Subsection 4 of Section 171 of the “ Excise Act” provides that “no 
spirits subject to excise which have not been warehoused for at least two years 
shall be entered for consumption.” By reason of special circumstances arising 
out of the war, Parliament on the 1st day of July, 1920, Chapter 52, 10-11 
George Fifth, Section 4, amended the section by adding thereto a proviso 
empowering the Governor General to suspend the operations of the said subsec- 
tion during such period or periods as he may deem necessary. From sessional 
paper No. 84, 1926, it appears that by Order in Council the following distilleries 
have been permitted to enter for consumption the spirits manufactured during - 
the period of nine months or less from the date of distillation: Gooderham & 
Worts, P.C. 641, April 17th, 1924; Distillery Corporation Limited, P.C. 1646, 
Sept. 14th, 1925; Manitoba Refinery Company (Ltd.), P.C. 1903, October 20th, 
1925; Consolidated Distilleries of Manitoba, P.C. 29, Janv ry 7th, 1926. 

In the opinion of the Committee such unmatured spirits are unfit for human 
consumption and their release is injurious to the public health. The Committee 
therefore recommend that Section 4 of Chapter 52, 10-11 George Fifth, be 
repealed at the present session of Parliament and that the Orders in Council 
issued thereunder be, thereupon forthwith, cancelled. The Committee further 
recommend that the technical regulations now governing the denaturing of 
alcohol be revised by competent experts so as to render all classes of denatured 
aleohol non-potable, and that where the regulations under Section 171 of the 
Excise Act provide for the warehousing of potable liquors they shall provide 
for the maturing of such liquor in wood for a period of at least two years. 

12. The Committee recommend that the following firms and companies 
should be proceeded against in the proper forum to recover the sums, if any, now 
owing by them to the Crown: John Gaunt Company, Dominion Distillery 
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Products and Associated enterprises, B. B. Glove Co., Jas. A. Gilmore Co., Globe 
Suspender Co., Perfecto Garment Co., Peerless Overall Co., R. & G. Manufac- 
turing Co., Reliable Garment Co., Stanstead Mfg. Co., W. M. Pike & Sons, 
Standard Mfg. Co., Telford Bros. Garment Co., Telford & Chapman, Jenkins 
Overall Co. Ltd., Snag Proof Limited, Rock Island Overall Co., Aleo Dress Co., 
O. B. Earle Co., Royal Cloak Co., Miracle Dress Co., Hollinger & Packer, 
Klover Dress Co., Poyaner Group of Companies, Woollens Limited. - 

With reference to the distilleries, the Committee have not had time to 
investigate them all. The Committee recommend that a thorough audit and 
examination be made of the records and accounts of all the distilleries in respect 
of all matters relating to a loss of Customs, Excise and Sales Tax Revenues. 


13. The Committee find that the following officers have been delinquent in 
their duties and recommend that their services be dispensed with:— 

1. R. P. Clerk, Inspector of the Port of Montreal: 

2. A. E. Giroux, Superintendent of Customs and Excise, Montreal; 

3. W. Duval, Preventive Officer at Montreal; 

4. John Landy, Customs Officer, Montreal; 

5. Collector E. Brownlee, of Beebe, Quebec; 

6. Marvin A. Sawyer, Customs Officer at Rock Island; 
and that in the interest of the public service arrangements should be made for 
the retirement of the following persons:— 

1. R. R. Farrow, Deputy Minister; 

2. W. S. Weldon, Collector of Customs at Montreal; 

3. ae McLaughlin, Suveyor of Customs at the Port of Montreal. 


14. The Committee recommend that the conduct of the officers at the Port 
of Windsor, Ontario, and other important ports, should be further investigated 
and that the services of such of them as are found guilty of evasion of duty 
should be dispensed with. 


15. The Committee recommend that. the evidence of J. A. E. Bisaillon 
given before this Committee with reference to his bank account for the amount 
of $69,000 be transmitted to the Attorney-General for Quebec, for the purpose 
of comparison with the evidence given by him on the same point at preliminary 
inquiry at Quebec, P.Q., in the case of Rex vs. Symons et al, and for such action 
by the said Attorney-General as the evidence may warrant; and further that 
the evidence in connection with the Morris Delage Motor Car case be trans- 
mitted to the said Attorney-General for such further action as the said evidence 
may warrant. 


16. The Committee recommend that for reasons of sound economy and 
increased efficiency there should be a reduction made in the number of ports 
of entry into Canada. 

In support of this recommendation the Committee would call attention to 
the following facts:— 

The United States has 270 Customs ports of entry. The United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Ireland has 80 ports of entry. On the other hand, Canada. 
has a total of 681 places at which Customs revenue is collected. 


17. For the prevention of smuggling and of other frauds a strong preventive 
force under a capable administrator is necessary, and the Committee, therefore, 
recommend :— 

1. That the Preventive Service be reorganized under a Chief, possessed with 
the highest qualifications for such office, clothed with wide powers of initiative, 
direction and control. 

2. That such Chief Preventive Officer be authorized to select his staff ia 
consultation with the Civil Service Commission. 
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3. That the Chief Preventive Officer be authorized to organize within the 
Preventive Service a secret service force, with special training in criminal! 
investigation work, which force shall be under the general executive direction of 
the Chief of the Preventive Service. 

4. That Preventive Officers and persons authorized to act as Customs and 
Excise Officers be given power to arrest without a warrant persons found com- 
mitting any act declared by the Customs and Excise Acts to be an indictable 
offence. 

5. That in connection with Preventive Service work the R.C.M.P. services 
be used for Patrol Work on the border, and while so engaged they be given full 
powers as Customs Officers. Pending the reorganization of the Preventive 
Service the R.C.M.P. should ‘be immediately detailed for Patrol Service on all 
important points on the border. 

18. The evidence adduced before the Committee disclosed two outstanding 
facts, namely ,— 

First, the methods of appraisal are exceedingly careless and fail to safe- 
guard the interests of the importer or the revenues of the Country from being 
defrauded by undervaluation, and 

Secondly, persons appointed as appraisers are in many instances untrained 
in the branch to which they are appointed. 

The Committee recommend that the appraisal branch be reorganized and 
that all appraisers be chosen because of their competency to estimate the 
values of the class of goods they are appointed to appraise. 

19. The Committee recommend that in future the provisions of Sections 
213 and 2138a of the Customs Act, which provide for the removal of buildings 
within a hundred yards of the boundary which are made use of in smuggling 
operations, be strictly enforced. 

The situation created by the location of Derby Line, Vermont, and Rock 
Island, Quebec, as brought to the attention of the Committee is of a grave 
nature, and they recommend that a bond be established in each factory in 
which bond goods imported from the United States shall be placed until released 
for manufacturing purposes, and that an officer be appointed to look after such 
bond at the owner’s expense. 

20. The Committee recommend that Schedule “C” Prohibited Goods, of 
the Customs Act, be amended to include merchandise which is marked in con- 
travention of the Gold and Silver Marking Act. That Act provides for prohibition 
of the importation of articles improperly marked, but Customs Officers ordin- 
arily are not acquainted with the provisions of the Act, and for this reason the 
Committee recommend the inclusion of the prohibition in Schedule “C” of the 
Customs Act. 

21. Where articles containing precious metals are seized and forfeited the 
Committee recommend that they be not sold in the open market, as at present, 
but should be melted down and disposed of as bullion. 

22. The Committee recommend that the regulations governing the distri- 
bution of the proceeds of fines and forfeitures be revised and that more liberal 
treatment be accorded informers and seizing officers. The moieties granted 
seizing officers in respect of seizures made by them should not, however, be dis- 
tributed to such officers as each seizure is made. Such moieties should be paid 
into a special fund and periodically distributed to all the members of the Cus- 
toms and Preventive Services. 

23. The Committee recommend that in cases of commercial smuggling or 
undervaluation, where the offenders are known, they should at once be arrested 
and brought to trial with the utmost promptness. The Committee further 
recommend that the Department of Justice be requested to select at once 
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capable and experienced Counsel in important centres, and retain them to act 
for the Department of Customs and Excise in all future cases. 

24. The real solution of the difficulties at such points as Windsor, Niagara 
Falls, where traffic is heavy, and where a thorough examination of vessels and 
vehicles cannot be carried out, will be found in the discovery in advance by 
investigators of the secret service of the persons who make a practice of smug- 
gling at these points, and their arrest when passing the Customs barrier. The 
Committee recommend that at bridges, ferries and main highways, where 
traffic enters Canada, in addition to the regular Customs supervision, vessels 
and vehicles should be searched at frequent, irregular and uncertain times. 
The uncertainty as to what vehicles will be examined, and as to when such 
examinations will be made, should operate as a strong deterrent of smuggling. 


Your Committee recommend that such of the account books and other 
books and papers ‘belonging to the firms mentioned in clause twelve of this 
Report, as may be necessary for use in any action that may be taken against 
the said firms, be retained by the House in order that they may be available 
if required. 

Your Committee submit herewith for the information of the House, their 
Minutes of Proceedings and the Evidence taken by them.

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Mr. Mackenzie King (Prince Albert), seconded by Mr. Lapointe, moved,—- 


Whereas the Imperial Conference of 1923 recommended for the acceptance 
of the governments of the Empire represented that the following procedure 
should be observed in the negotiation, signature and ratification of international 
agreements: ; 

“The word ‘treaty’ is used in the sense of an agreement which, in accordance 
with the normal practice of diplomacy, would take the form of a treaty between 

“Heads of States, signed by plenipotentiaries provided with Full Powers issued 
by the Heads of the States, and authorizing the holders to conclude a treaty.” 


D 
“1. Negotiation. 


“(a) It is desirable that no treaty should be negotiated by any of the gov- 
ernments of the Empire without due consideration of its possible effect on other 
parts of the Empire, or, if circumstances so demand, on the Empire as a whole. 

“(b) Before negotiations are opened with the intention of concluding a 
treaty, steps should be taken to ensure that any of the other governments of the 
Empire likely to be interested are informed, so that, if any such government 
considers that its interests would be affected, it may have an opportunity of 
expressing its views, or, when its interests are intimately involved, of partici- 
pating in the negotiations. 

“(c) In all cases where more than one of the governments of the Empire 
participates in the negotiations, there should be the fullest possible exchange 
of views between those governments before and during the negotiations. In the 
case of treaties negotiated at International Conferences, where there is a British 
Empire Delegation, on which, in accordance with the now established practice 
the Dominions and India are separately represented, such representation should 
also be utilized to attain this object. 

“(d) Steps should be taken to ensure that those governments of the Empire 
whose representatives are not participating. in the negotiations should, during 
their progress, be kept informed in regard to any points arising in which they 
may be interested. 


“2. Signature. 

“(a) Bilateral treaties imposing obligations on one part of the Empire only 
should be signed by a representative of the government of that part. The Full 
Power issued to such representative should indicate the part of the Empire in 
respect of which the obligations are to be undertaken, and the preamble and 
text of the treaty should be so worded as to make its scope clear. 

“(b) Where a bilateral treaty imposes obligations on more than one part 
of the Empire, the treaty should be signed by one or more plenipotentiaries on 
behalf.of all the governments concerned. 

“(c) As regards treaties negotiated at International Conferences, the exist- 
ing practice of signature by plenipotentiaries on behalf of all the governments 
of the Empire represented at the Conference should be continued, and the Full 
Powers should be in the form employed at Paris and Washington. 


“3. Ratification. 
“The existing practice in connection with the ratification of treaties should 
be maintained. if 


“Apart from treaties made between Heads of States, it is not unusual for 
agreements to be made between governments. Such agreements, which are 
usually of a technical or administrative character, are made in the names of 
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the signatory governments, and signed by representatives of those governments, 
who do not act under Full Powers issued by the Heads of the States: they are 
not ratified by the Heads of the States, though in some cases some form of 
acceptance or confirmation by the governments concerned is employed. As_ 
regards agreements of this nature the existing practice should be continued, but 
before entering on negotiations the governments of the Empire should consider 
whether the interests of any other part of the Empire may be affected, and, if 
so, steps should be taken to ensure that the government of such part is informed - 
of the proposed negotiations, in order that it may have an opportunity of express- 
ing its views.” 

And whereas it was further agreed that the existing procedure in relation 
to ratification of treaties was as follows: 

(a) The ratification of treaties imposing obligations on one part of the Empire 
is effected at the instance of the government of that part: 

(b) The ratification of treaties imposing obligations on more than one part of 
the Empire is effected after consultation between the governments of those 
parts of the Empire concerned. It is for each government to decide whether 
Parliamentary approval or legislation is required before Cesire for, or con- 
currence in, ratjfication is intimated by that government. 

This House approves of the procedure proposed for the negotiation, signa- 
ture and ratification of treaties and conventions, and considers further that 
before His Majesty’s Canadian Ministers advise ratification of a treaty or con- 
vention affecting Canada, or signify acceptance of any treaty, convention or 
agreement involving military or economic sanctions, the approval of the parlia- 
ment of Canada should be secured. 


After Debate thereon, the question being put on the said motion; it was 
agreed to, 


The Bill No, 189, An Act to provide for a loan to the Harbour Commissioners 
of Montreal, was again considered in Committee of the Whole, reported without 
amendment, .and ordered for third reading at the next sitting of the House. 


The Bill No. 205 (Letter X6 of the Senate), intituled: “An Act to amend 
The Canada Evidence Act as respects Bank Books and Records,” was considered 
in Committee of the Whole, reported without amendment, read the third time 
and passed. 


The Bill No. 203 (Letter Q3 of the Senate), intituled: “An Act to amend 
certain provisions of The Criminal Code respecting possession of Weapons,” 
was considered in Committee of the Whole, and progress having been made and 
reported ; 

Mr. Cannon moved,—That the said Committee do not sit again at the next 
sitting of the House, but that the said Bill be referred to the Select Standing 
Committee on Miscellaneous Private Bills, 


And the question being put on the said motion; it was agreed to. 


The House then adjourned at 11.10 o'clock, p.m.

Canadian Government Merchant Marine 


Your Committee has had under consideration Item 373 of the Estimates, 
which provides for a loan of $600,000 to the Canadian Government Merchant 
Marine, Limited, and has in the course of its deliberations examined the operating 
statements of the company for the year ending December 31st, 1925. Your 
Committee notes that the net results from operations have improved to the 
extent of $492,826 during 1925, as compared with 1924; and it is recalled that 
the improvement in 1924, in comparison with 1923, was $423,412. 

Your Committee is also impressed with the conviction expressed by the 
President of the Canadian National Railways that during the year 1926 the 
position of the Canadian Government Merchant Marine will be still further 
improved, and is also gratified to learn that the net result of the operations for 
the first five months of the present year is an operating profit of $62,000 as 
compared with an operating deficit for the same period last year of $593,000. 

From the evidence adduced it is interesting to note that the improvement in 
the results of the operations during the year, due to the rearrangement of 
services, amounted to $207,000. 

Your Committee reviewed in considerable detail the negotiations leading 
up to the sale of fifteen vessels comprising part of the fleet of the Canadian 
Government Merchant Marine, which were not suitable for any of the services 
being operated, and is of the opinion that every reasonable precaution was 
taken to obtain the best possible prices for such vessels. 

Your Committee is accordingly unanimously of the opinion that the amount 

_ asked for for the coming year, namely, $600,000, should be passed by the House. 


Canadian National Railways 


Your Committee has also had under consideration Item 372 of the Estimates 
which provides for loans or guarantees of $31,000,000 to the Canadian National 
Railways for the fiscal year ending March 31st, 1927, and has in the course of 
its deliberations examined the operating statements of the company for the 
year ending December 31st, 1925. 

The Committee notes that by reason of an improvement in the operating 
results for the fiscal year ending March 31st, 1926, over that contemplated when 
the estimate of $50,000,000 for last year was under consideration, the financial 
requirements of the railway were reduced from $50,000,000 to $25,722,101.80 
and that such requirements, with the exception of $10,000,000 advanced by the 
Government in cash during the year, were met by the railway partly through 
a reduction in materials and supplies on hand and partly from working capital 
and by improved operating methods, resulting in marked economies. 


Considerable evidence was adduced relating to the activities of the Canadian 
National Railways in regard to immigration and colonization and your Com- 
mittee is pleased to note that during the past year an arrangement has been 
effected between the Government and the Canadian National Railways in con- 
junction with the Canadian Pacific Railway to eliminate over-lapping in immi- 
gration activities. 

Your Committee calls attention to the fact that expenditures on equipment 
during the past year have continued at a moderate figure and to the statement 
of the President that only moderate outlays for freight and passenger equipment 
are expected for some time. 
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Your Committee also draws attention to the fact that during the past year 
the company has been carefully investigating the growing competition of the 
motor bus and the motor truck and expects shortly to develop some means of 
effectively meeting the conditions arising in connection with this competition. 

Your Committee in its previous report referred to the question of taxation 
and is pleased to note from the evidence adduced that considerable progress has 
been made towards the development of a basis of taxation in conjunction with 
the various Provincial Governments throughout the Dominion which wil! remove 
the discrimination referred to in the Committee’s final report last year. 

From the evidence given, your Committee is of the opinion that the amount 
of $31,000,000 is necessary for the purposes of the company during the coming 
year and should be passed by the House, 

Your Committee notes with satisfaction that the Canadian National Rail- 
ways continue to hold the confidence and goodwill of the public through the 
excellence of the services rendered and the courtesy extended to patrons. 

Your Committee further desires to express its appreciation of the manner 
in which the President of the Canadian National Railways and the officers assist- 
ing him gave their evidence to the Committee. 

A copy is attached hereto of the Minutes of the Proceedings and Evidence, 
with certain statements requested of the attending officers, which have been 
printed with the evidence. 

Your Committee further recommends that its proceedings and the evidence 
adduced before the Committee be printed as an appendix to the Journals of the 
House and that Rule 74 in respect hereto be suspended. 

(For Minutes of Proceedings, Evidence, etc., accompanying said Report, sec 
Appendix to the Journals, No, 3) 


Mr. Lapierre, from the Special Committee appointed to investigate our 
present sources of supply of anthracite and bituminous coal, the dependability 
of such sources, and whether the price paid by the Canadian consumer is fair 
and reasonable; and to also enquire as to the methods of mining and delivering 
Canadian coal in the best and cheapest way to all parts of the Dominion, for 
the purpose of giving employment to our workmen, freight to our transportation 
companies, and thus effecting a saving of money now spent for this commodity 
in other countries, presented the Third and Final Report of the said Committee, 
which is as follows:— 

Your Committee on the 6th of May was constituted by resolution as follows: 
—Messieurs Armstrong (Lambton), Bury, Campbell, Flemming, Garland (Bow 
River), Gershaw, Howden, Lapierre, MacDonald (Cape Breton South), McLean 
(Melfort), Neill and Nicholson. On the 12th of May the name of Mr. Cantley 
was substituted for that of Mr. Nicholson, 

Your Committee held fifteen meetings, examined twenty-eight witnesses 
for evidence, and also held a conference at which the Premiers of New Brunswick 
and Ontario, the Minister of Lands and Mines of New Brunswick, the Attorney 
General of Nova Scotia, the Attorney General of Manitoba, and the Provincial 
Treasurer of Ontario, attended. 

In order to avoid duplication of evidence, your Committee have had before 
them the report of the Senate Committee, 1923, on the Fuel Supply of Canada, 
and also the proceedings of the House of Commons Committee on Mines and 
Minerals, 1923, on the Canadian Fuel supply. t 

Your Committee are of opinion that they have obtained valuable evidence 
and have collected important data. In this latter particular, they were ably 
assisted by the Deputy Minister of Mines, the Secretary of the Dominion Fucl 
Board, and the officials of the Canadian National Railways. 
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Your Committee are also of opinion that their investigation has covered 
some only of the questions referred to them. The situation was not as fully 
investigated as the Committee had hoped. Therefore, the evidence obtained 
should not be considered complete as the Committee could not obtain all the 
information they desired because of lack of time. 


Your Committee are also of opinion that this investigation ought to be 
resumed and continued at as early a date as possible next session of Parliament. 
Your Committee have agreed to report for the consideration of the House 
and the Government the following recommendations which were agreed to at 
their last meeting, namely :— 
RECOMMENDATIONS 


1. Trial shipments of western coal—That trial shipments of Alberta domes- 
tie coal be made by rail and lake under the supervision of the Dominion Fuel 
Board in order to ascertain the possibilities of moving Alberta coal in large 
volume with modern loading and unloading facilities; 

2. Legislation—That such legislation be enacted as will encourage the pro- 
duction of domestic coke from Canadian coal, and to make Canada as far as 
possible, independent of foreign sources of supply of domestic fuel; 

3. Co-operation with the Provinces—That the Government invite the co- 
operation of the Provinees in the establishment of standards of quality, and 
regulations governing the shipment and marketing of coal and coke; 

4. Dominion Fuel Board—That the Dominion Fuel Board which has 
greatly assisted in the effort to solve Canada’s fuel problem be encouraged to 
continue and enlarge its work; 

5. Duty on coal—That the duty of 50 cents per ton, now imposed on 
bituminous slack coal be extended to apply to anthracite small coal, known to 
the trade as “ Buckwheat and Pea coals”; 


6. Assistance to production of Maritime coal—That the Government con- 
sider the question of granting some assistance to encourage the enlargement of 
the markets of Maritime coal; 


7. Exemption of duty.—That the exemption from duty on foreign coal for 
bunkering ocean going ships be withdrawn; 

8. Coal handling facilities —That the Harbour Commissions of Montreal, 
Toronto and Hamilton be asked to co-operate in arranging better coal handling 
facilities at their ports in order that dispatch may be effected in unloading and 
loading coal from boats entering their harbours, and that the said Harbour Com- 
missions be asked to make substantia! reductions in harbour dues on Canadian 
coal; 

9. Transportation cost—That the Railway Commission be asked to ascer- 
tain and report upon the cost of carrying coal from the Alberta mines to Port 
Arthur and Fort William; 

10. Assisting test and rail movement —That early consideration be given by 
the Government as to the advisability of renewing the vote in the estimates for 
the purpose of assisting the rail movement of Canadian coal, of which the 
unexpended balance was $180,000; 

11. Coal bunkering facilities at Vancowver.—That before sanctioning anv 
scheme by the harbour authoritics of Vancouver to erect public coal bunkering 
facilities, that the matter should be very carefully considered as regards what 
effect such might produce on the coal mines of Vancouver Island inasmuch as 
coal might be brought in as ballast from other countries at such a low price as 
would result disastrously to the local coal mines; 


12. Increasing freight haul—That it would be advisable to have an investi- _ 
gation and report made by the officials of the Canadian National Railways upon 
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the possibility of materially increasing the average freight train load, either by 
improvements to the line in gradients or otherwise, or by increase in traction 
power, with a view to reducing the cost of the rail haul from Alberta to the head 
of the lakes, and also upon the costs of effecting such improvements. 


Your Committee also beg to recommend that their proceedings and evidence 
which have been printed from day to day for the use of the Committee, and the 
members of the House, be revised for corrections and suitably indexed by the 
Clerk of the Committee, and that three hundred copies of same in English, and 
fifty copies in French, be printed for the use of the members of the Government, 
and for the use of the Dominion and Provincial Fuel Boards, and the members 
of the Advisory Fuel Board. 


A copy of the Committee’s proceedings, evidence and data is appended to 
this report for the information of the House.

Your Committee have considered Bill No. 174 (Letter H5 of the Senate), 
intituled: ““An Act to incorporate The Detroit and Windsor Subway Company,” 
and beg leave to report the same with amendments. 


Your Committee desire to draw the attention of the House to the provisions 
of Section 7 of the said Bill, whereby the capital stock is made to consist of one 
million shares of no par value. Under the provisions of Rule 89, the capital 
stock of a company, seeking incorporation, is subject to taxation on the maxi- 
mum amount mentioned in the Bill, in accordance with a scale of charges pro- 
vided for in the Rule: but as no provision is contained in the said Rule covering 
cases where the capital stock consists of shares of no par value, no charge could 
be made on the stock of this company. Your Committee, therefore, recommend 
that in this instance the capital stock be valued (for the purpose of such taxing 
only) at five dollars per share, or a total of five million dollars, and that the 
usual fee or charge payable on that amount under the said Rule, namely $700, 
be paid forthwith to the Clerk of the House. 


Mr. Mercier (St. Henri), seconded by Mr. Donaghy, moved,—That the 
Third and Final Report of the Special Committee appointed to investigate the 
administration of the Department of Customs and Excise, be concurred in. 


And a Debate arising thereon; 


Mr. Stevens, seconded by Mr. Doucet, moved in amendment thereto: 
That the Report be not now adopted, but that it be referred back to the Special 
Committee with instructions to add thereto the following clauses as sub-clauses 
to paragraph six:— 

“The evidence further elas that Ministerial action has been influenced 
by the improper pressure of political associates and friends of the Minister, or 
Acting Minister administering the department, resulting in the suspension and 
in some instances the abandonment of prosecutions against those charged with 
violation of the Statutes, and in the loss of revenue to the country. Moreover 
successful appeals have been made to the Minister and Acting Minister adminis- 
tering the department to improperly interfere with the course of justice between 
the conviction of the offenders and the execution of judgment thereon. The 
Prime Minister and the Government had knowledge for some considerable time 
of the rapid degeneration of the Department of Customs and Excise, and their 
failure to take prompt and effective remedial action is wholly indefensible.

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conduct of the present Minister of the department, the Honourable George H. 
Boivin, in the case of Moses Aziz is utterly unjustifiable. 

‘“Your Committee deplores the practice, as revealed by the evidence, of 
certain men influential in public life to direct appeals, to the Minister to relax 
and depart from the proper administration of his department for reasons of 
political expediency. 

“Your Committee is of the opinion that this practice is detrimental to the 
best interests of the country and prejudicial to the administration of the 
department. 

“And that the Committee for such purpose be revived.” 


And the Debate continuing; 
At six o'clock, p.m., Mr. Speaker left the Chair, to resume the same at 
eight o’clock, p.m.

SPEAKER’S RULING 


Mr. Speaker: On Mr. Mercier’s motion for concurrence in the final report of 
the Special Committee appointed to investigate the Customs and Excise Depart- 
ment, Mr. Stevens moved that said Report be referred back with instructions to 
add thereto certain clauses purporting that ministerial action had been influenced 
by improper pressure, with the knowledge of the Prime Minister and Govern- 
ment and that the conduct of the Honourable George H. Boivin in the case of 
Moses Aziz is entirely unjustifiable; and also deploring the practice of certain 
public men to direct appeals to the Minister to relax and depart from the proper 
administration of his department for reasons of political expediency ; and conclud- 
ing that such a practice is detrimental to the best interests of the country and 
prejudicial to the administration of the department. 

To this amendment a sub-amendment is moved proposing that certain words 
be struck out and replaced by others providing for the appointment of a judicial 
commission with full powers to continue and complete investigating the adminis- 
tration of the Department of Customs and Excise and to prosecute all offenders; 
stating that the practice of members of Parliament and others appealing to the 
Minister to relax departmental regulations was done also for personal advan- 
tage; 

Suggesting that the administrative duties of the department be wholly 
entrusted to the Executive Officers; 

And finally, recommending that R. R. Farrow’s services should be dispensed 
with. 

A Point of Order was raised by the Right Honourable Mr. Meighen on the 
ground that an amendment to an amendment must deal with nothing but the 
subject-matter of the amendment. It was also argued that the adoption of the 
sub-amendment would prevent the House from pronouncing on the proposal 
contained in the amendment. 

There can be no doubt in my mind as to the relevancy of the sub-amend- 
ment. 

According to Bourinot (p. 321) the law on the relevancy of amendments is 
that if they are on the same subject matter with the original motion, they are 
admissible, but not when foreign thereto. 

The only exception to this practice, as the House is aware, is on the question 
of going into supply or ways and means.

The object of an amendment is to effect such an alteration in a question as 
will obtain the support of those who without such alteration, must either vote 
against it or abstain from voting thereon, or (vide May 138th edition, p. 283) to 
present to the House an alternative proposition either wholly or partially opposed 
to the original question. 

The effect of making an amendment is for the time being to link the amend- 
ment with the main motion so that the subject matter of both is thereby placed 
under the consideration of the House. 

Bearing this principle in mind, there can be little question in this instance 
that both the amendment and the sub-amendment refer to the inefficiency of 
administration in the Department of Customs and Excise. The Honourable 
Member for Vancouver Centre proposes a general censure of the Ministerial 
conduct, and of the failure of the Government to take prompt and effective 
remedial action. The proposal of the Honourable Member for Winnipeg North 
would eliminate that censure for the time being at any rate, and while appreci- 
ating all the existing evils as to smuggling, he asserts that only a portion of the 
illegal practices have been brought to light, and therefore recommends the 
appointment of a judicial commission to continue and complete the investigation, 
This is an amendment to an amendment, which affords the House the opportunity 
of voting upon an alternative proposition. There is no reason why such an 
amendment should be pronounced to be out of order. 

It has been represented in the course of the debate on the Point of Order, 
that the possible elimination of the amendment would result in depriving Honour- 
able Members supporting it, from the right of directly recording their views by 
a vote in the House. 

This is contradicted by long practice which is inherent to the British parlia- 
mentary system. May, p. 254, 13th edition, says that it can not be contended 
that such a practice is unfair. After all, in the last analysis, the decision of the 
House is supreme. As long as Mr. Stevens has asserted his right to express his 
views by making his amendment he suffers no prejudice, if Mr. Woodsworth 
using the same right submits a sub-amendment asking the House to accept an 
alternative proposition. 

My ruling therefore is that the sub-amendment is in order.

Sir Henry Drayton made a statement as to Ministerial changes, as follows: — 


“Immediately following the resignation of the late Government and the 
adjournment of the House yesterday, His Excellency the Governor General sent 
for the Right Honourable Arthur Meighen, Leader of the Conservative Party, 
and requested him to form a new administration. Mr. Meighen advised His 
Excellency last evening that he would undertake this task, and was sworn in 
this morning as Prime Minister, Secretary of State for External Affairs and 
President of the Privy Council. 

“ Having in mind the fact that the present session has now continued for 
almost six months, and is very near its close, Mr. Meighen believed it to be 
the first duty of any Government he might form to conclude with all convenient 
despatch the work of the present session. Such a course in preference to a 
somewhat prolonged adjournment was demanded also by a just regard for the 
convenience of Honourable Members, especially those who come from a great 
distance. 

“Tt was manifestly impossible to effect this result if a Government was to 
be formed in the usual way and if Ministers were to be assigned portfolios 
necessitating the vacating of their seats and consequent bye-elections. The 
delay thus involved would, especially at this period of the year, have entailed 
unnecessary hardship. The Prime Minister accordingly decided to constitute 
and submit to His Excellency a temporary Ministry composed of seven members, 
who would be sworn in without portfolio, and who would assume responsibility 
as Acting Ministers of the several departments. This step has been taken and 
the following Members have accepted office as Ministers without Portfolio: 
Sir Henry Drayton, Hon. R. J. Manion, Sir George Perley, Hon. H. H. Stevens, 
Hon. Hugh Guthrie, Hon. W. A. Black. Honourable R. B. Bennett is on his 
way to Ottawa from Calgary and will be asked to accept similar duties upon 
arrival. Sir George Perley will, during Mr. Meighen’s absence from the House, 
have charge of matters affecting the Department of External Affairs and of the 
Privy Council. 
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“These men have been assigned responsibility as Acting Ministers as 
follows:— 

“Sir Henry Drayton, Finance Department and Railways Department; 
Honourable R. J. Manion, Department of Health, Department of Soldiers’ Civil 
Re-establishment, Post Office Department, Immigration Department, and Labour 
Department; Sir George Perley, Department of Secretary of State and Depart- 
ment of Public Works; Honourable H. H. Stevens, Customs Department, Interior 
Department, Department of Indian Affairs and Mines, Agriculture Department, 
and Trade and Commerce Department; Honourable Hugh Guthrie, Department 
of Justice and Department of National Defence; Honourable W. A. Black, 
Department of Marine and Fisheries. 

“Mr. Meighen having accepted an office of emolument under the Crown, 
namely that of Prime Minister, has thereby vacated his seat, and has asked me 
to assume temporarily the duty of leading the Government in the House. As 
already stated the Government deems it its first duty to give Parliament an 
opportunity of dealing with all such matters as should be disposed of prior to 
the close of the session. Among these is the resolution of the Honourable 
Member for St. Henri for adoption of the Report of the Special Committee 
which investigated the Department of Customs and Excise, and the amendment 
thereto of Mr. Stevens, as amended by the amendment submitted by Mr. 
Fansher. The Government feels that under all the circumstances it has no 
other course than to ask the House to take up and dispose of this subject in the 
same way as others which appear on the Order Paper. While in Opposition the 
present Prime Minister announced to Parliament the acceptance by his party 
of the amendment moved by the Honourable Mr. Stevens, as amended by the 
amendment of Mr. Fansher. This position the same party takes now when in 
office and the adoption of such amendment so amended represents the view of 
the Government and the advice of the Government to the House. So soon as 
prorogation takes effect Mr. Meighen will immediately address himself to the 
task of constituting a Government in the method established by custom. The 
present plan is merely to meet an unusual if not unprecedented situation.”

Your Committee have considered the following Bill and have agreed to

Your Committee have also considered Bill No. 203 (Letter Q3 of the 
Senate), intituled: “An Act to amend certain provisions of The Criminal Code 
respecting possession of Weapons,” and have agreed to report the same with 
amendments. 

With regard to the first mentioned Bill your Committee recommend that 
the additional charge of $200 levied and paid on the said Bill, under Rule 89, 
subsection 8, be refunded. 

Owing to the late period of the Session your Committee further recommend 
that all Bills reported by the Select Standing Committee on Miscellaneous 
Private Bills in their Eighth and Ninth Reports be placed on the Orders of the 
Day amongst Private Bills for consideration this day.

Mr. Bowen moved,—That in accordance with the recommendation contained 
in the Ninth Report of the Select Standing Committee on Miscellaneous Private 
Bills, all Bills reported in the Eighth and Ninth Reports of the said Committee 
be placed on the Orders of the Day amongst Private Bills for Consideration in 
Committee of the Whole this day. 

And objection being taken, the said motion was allowed to stand. 


The House resumed the adjourned Debate on the proposed motion of Mr. 
Mercier (St. Henri): That the Third and Final Report of the Special Committee 
appointed to investigate the administration of the Department of Customs and 
Excise, be concurred in. 

And the proposed motion of Mr, Stevens in amendment thereto, as amended: 
That the Report be not now adopted, but that it be referred back to the Special 
Committee with instructions to add thereto the following clauses as sub-clauses 
to paragraph six:— 

“The evidence further discloses that Ministerial action has been influenced 
by the improper pressure of political associates and friends of the Minister, or 
Acting Minister administering the department, resulting in the suspension and in 
some instances the abandonment of prosecutions against those charged with 
violation of the Statutes, and in the loss of revenue to the country. Moreover 
successful appeals have been made to the Minister and Acting Minister adminis- 
tering the department to improperly interfere with the course of justice between 
the conviction of the offenders and the execution of judgment thereon. The 
Prime Minister and the Government had knowledge for some considerable time 
of the rapid degeneration of the Department of Customs and Excise, and their 
failure to take prompt and effective remedial action is wholly indefensible. The 
conduct of the present Minister of the department, the Honourable George H. 
Boivin, in the case of Moses Aziz is utterly unjustifiable. 
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“Your Committee deplores the practice, as revealed by the evidence, of 
certain men influential in public life to direct appeals to the Minister to relax 
and depart from the proper administration of his department for reasons of 
political expediency. 

“Your Committee is of the opinion that this practice is detrimental to the 
best interests of the country and prejudicial to the administration of the depart- 
ment. 

“ Your Committee deplores the common practice, as revealed by the evidence, 
of Members of Parliament and others appealing to the Minister to relax the 
regulations of the Department for personal advantage or political expediency. 

“And also to add thereto the following to paragraph four:— 

“« Since the enquiry indicates that the smuggling evils are so extensive and 
their ramifications so far-reaching that only a portion of the illegal practices 
have been brought to light, your Committee recommends the appointment of a 
judicial commission with full powers to continue and complete investigating the 
administration of the Department of Customs and Excise and to prosecute all 
offenders.’ : 

“ And also to strike out all the words after the word ‘ department’ in the 
third line of paragraph eight. 

“ And also in clause thirteen to add the name of R. R. Farrow, Deputy 
Minister of Customs and Excise, to the list of those who are recommended that 
their services be dispensed with. 

“ And that the Committee for such purposes be revived.” 


And the Debate continuing; 


Mr. Rinfret, seconded by Mr. Prevost, moved,—That the amendment as 
amended be further amended by striking therefrom the following words:— 

“The evidence further discloses that Ministerial action has been influenced 
by the improper pressure of political associates and friends of the Minister, or 
Acting Minister administering the Department, resulting in the suspension and 
in some instances the abandonment of prosecutions against those charged with 
violation of the Statutes, and in the loss of revenue to the country. Moreover 
successful appeals have been made to the Minister and Acting Minister adminis- 
tering the Department to improperly interfere with the course of justice between 
the conviction of the offenders and the execution of judgment thereon. The 
Prime Minister and the Government had knowledge for some considerable time 
of the rapid degeneration of the Department of Customs and Excise, and their 
failure to take prompt and effective remedial action is wholly indefensible. The 
conduct of the present Minister of the Department, the Honourable George H. 
Boivin, in the case of Moses Aziz is utterly unjustifiable.” 

By adding after the words “ for reasons of political expediency ” at the end 
of the second paragraph thereof, the following words: “ or personal advantage.” 

And by adding to the proposed addition to paragraph four of the report of 
the Committee, after the words “ and to prosecute all offenders” the following 
words: ‘‘ and to examine former Ministers of the Department of Customs and 
Excise with respect to any matters which in the opinion of the Commission may 
reflect on their administration; 

“ The said Commission to be composed of three Judges, one to be nominated 
by the Prime Minister of Canada; one by the Right Honourable the Leader of 
the Opposition; and one by the Honourable the Leader of the Progressive Party, 
said Commission to have all the powers conferred upon such Commissioners under 
the Public Enquiries Act; 

“The said Commission to have power to make findings and recommenda- 
tions, and to report the same to Parliament at the opening of the next session 
together with the evidence taken before said Commission.” 
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Sir Henry Drayton raised the point that the amendment moved by Mr. 
Rinfret was out of order on the ground that the House by voting against the 
sub-amendment moved by Mr. Woodsworth had waived its right to strike any 
words out of the Stevens amendment, and also that, as the amendment moved 
by Mr. Fansher amended the last line of the Stevens amendment, an earlier 
part cannot be amended. 


Mr. SpraKker: I have listened very attentively to the argument from both 
sides of the House. I must first of all put in concrete form, a synopsis of the 
main motion, the amendment, the first sub-amendment, the second sub-amend- 
ment, and the third sub-amendment. 

Mr. Mercier, chairman of the committee, moved for the adoption of the 
Committee’s report. To that an amendment was moved by the hon. member 
now Minister of Customs (Mr. Stevens), the purport of which is to censure 
a certain Minister of a former administration, and in fact that administration 
itself. To that a sub-amendment was moved by the hon. member for Winnipeg 
North Centre (Mr. Woodsworth), the purport of which was to strike out all 
the words of censure in the main amendment and to substitute therefor a judicial 
inquiry and-to add the name of the ex-Deputy Minister of Customs to those 
whose heads should fall. This sub-amendment was defeated. Immediately the 
member for Last Mountain (Mr. Fansher) rose and moved another sub-amend- 
ment, differing from the preceding sub-amendment in just one particular; instead 
of being substitutionary of he made his sub-amendment supplemental to the 
main amendment. 

The question now is did the House by adopting the sub-amendment moved 
by the hon. member for Last Mountain at the same time accept the censure 
which is contained in the main amendment; and should the Speaker when 
putting the question take this view as granted? ; 

I have looked up the various authorities as to the effect of a sub-amendment 
when it has been added to an amendment. The House may not be aware of 
the fact that on the complex question of amendment and sub-amendment we 
do not follow in Canada the British practice. The hon. leader of the House. (Sir 
Henry Drayton), and one of his colleagues later on during the argument laid 
great stress on what Bourinot said at page 318, Fourth Edition:— 

“But an amendment once negatived by the House cannot be proposed a 
second time. It is laid down on the highest English authority that: ‘when the 
House has agreed that certain words shall stand part of the question, it is 
irregular to propose any amendment to those words, as the decision of the House 
has already been pronounced in their favour, but this rule would not exclude 
an addition to the words if proposed at the proper time. In the same manner 
when the House has agreed to add or insert words in a question, its decision 
may not be disturbed by any amendment of these words; but here again other 
words may be added.’ ” 

This is strictly the British practice. That is why it is cited between quota- 
tion marks. But if the House will turn to the bottom of the preceding page the 
following note will be found:— 

“Tn the British House the practice of putting amendments is quite different 
from that in the Canadian Parliament and from that in practice generally in 
colonial and foreign Parliaments. The British practice can be defended on 
logical grounds but it has some inconveniences. That usage, however, has not 
been adopted in Canada.” 

In other words, in England the Speaker, when putting an amendment to 
the House which purports to leave out or to insert words, puts each question 
separately; for instance: Shall those words stand part of the motion? And the 
House having pronounced upon that question, he puts the further question. If 
we followed the British practice, the argument advanced by the hon. leader of 
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the House would be irrefutable; but we are in the Canadian House of Commons, 
and Bourinot states that we have not in Canada adopted that usage. Hon. 
members will find the subject dealt with at length at pages 316 to 322 of the 
Fourth Edition of Bourinot. As he points out, the practice is quite different 
here. After a sub-amendment has been moved and adopted unanimously, if 
you please, the Speaker must again put the question before the House and ask: 
Is the amendment as amended adopted? Bourinot adds that any number of 
sub-amendments may be moved. Of course, only one is considered at a time. 
Now I ask the House to judge, leaving technicalities aside: Is it possible that 
on Friday, or rather Saturday morning, the hon. member for Shefford (Mr. 
Boivin) and his colleagues agreed unanimously that censure should be pro- 
nounced against themselves? Under similar circumstances in England the gov- 
ernment would have censured themselves, but the procedure in Canada differs 
according to the practice laid down by Bourinot. 

Let me add that once in this House of Commons Mr. Speaker Sevigny 
forgot to do what I am bound to do when the question is put, that is to ask: “Is 
it the pleasure of the House that the amendment as amended be adopted?” 
and he corrected himself the following day. You will find that in the Journals 
of the House, 1916, at page 201: 

“Mr. Speaker: After the vote taken at yesterday’s sitting on the amend- 
ment proposed by Mr. Bennett (Calgary) on Mr. Stevens’ resolution, I decided 
that the amendment having been voted in the affirmative, there was no need to 
again propose the principal motion, as amended, to the House. 

I have since carefully examined this question and I have ascertained, by 
referring to authors, that the question, as amended, should have again been 
placed before the House.” 

And he gives many precedents. He quotes the Third Edition of Bourinot, 
while I have quoted the Fourth Edition. At page 439 of the Third Edition 
Bourinot says: 

“Tf the amendment be negatived, the Speaker will again propose the main 
question, and a debate may ensue thereon or another amendment may then be 
submitted. On the other hand, if the House adopt the amendment, then the 
Speaker will again propose the question in these words: ‘Is it the pleasure of 
the House to adopt the main motion, so amended?’.” 

The hon. member for East Algoma (Mr. Nicholson) and the Minister 
of Customs (Mr. Stevens), I think, cited from Beauchesne a moment ago what 
they called rule 336. This, mark well, is not a rule; it is an obiter dictum 
under rule 36, probably taken from one of the English authors. In this case, I 
declare that having considered this question seriously I come to the conclusion 
that it does not come under the British practice. The House has not agreed 
that the words of the first amendment shall stand part of the question, nor 
has any action been yet taken upon the main amendment. It is therefore still 
open to amendment. I repeat it is not the practice in Canada to put the motion 
that certain words shall stand part of the question. The method of the British 
House of Commons in putting amendments is peculiar to the British parliament 
and is regarded as illogical and inconvenient by other assemblies, as pointed out 
in the above citation from Bourinot’s Third Edition. The practice in the 
Canadian House is quite different, as explained in the Fourth Edition in the 
note at the foot of page 317. 

In the Canadian House when a motion has been amended the Speaker will 
then put the question: “Is it the pleasure of the House that the motion as 
amended shall be adopted?” 

As I have already stated, this point was once decided by Mr. Speaker 
Sevigny, and it is based on Bourinot and Canadian parliamentary practice. 

In my humble opinion the sub-amendment is in order. 
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From this ruling Mr. Geary appealed to the House. , 
And the question being put by Mr. Speaker: Shall the ruling of the Chair 
be sustained; it was decided in the affirmative, on the following division: —

That the Third and Final Report of the Special Committee appointed to 


investigate the administration of the Department of Customs and Excise, be 
not now adopted, but that it be referred back to the Special Committee with 
instructions to add thereto the following clauses as sub-clauses to paragraph 
£1Xi-— 

“The evidence further discloses that Ministerial action has been influenced 
by the improper pressure of pclitical associates and friends of the Minister, or 
Acting Minister administering the department, resulting in the suspension and 
in some instances the abandonment of prosecutions against those charged with 
violation of the Statutes, and in the loss of revenue to the country. Moreover 
successful appeals have been made to the Minister and Acting Minister adminis- 
tering the department to improperly interfere with the course of justice between 
the conviction of the offenders and the execution of judgment thereon. The 
Prime Minister and the Government had knowledge for some considerable time 
of the rapid degeneration of the Department of Customs and Excise, and their 
failure to take prompt and effective remedial action is wholly indefensible. The 
conduct of the present Minister of the department, the Honourable George H. 
Boivin, in the case of Moses Aziz is utterly unjustifiable. 

“Your Committee deplores the practice, as revealed by the evidence, of 
certain men influential in public life to direct appeals to the Minister to relax 
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and depart from the proper administration of his department for reasons of 
political expediency. 

“Your Committee is of the opinion that this practice is detrimental to the 
best interests of the country and prejudicial to the administration of the depart- 
ment. 

““Your Committee deplores the common practice, as revealed by the evi- 
dence, of Members of Parliament and others appealing to the Minister to relax 
the regulations of the Department for personal advantage or political expedi- 
ency.’ 

“And also to add thereto the following to paragraph four:— 

“Since the enquiry indicates that the smuggling evils are so extensive and 
their ramifications so far-reaching that only a portion of the illegal practices 
have been brought to light, your Committee recommends the appointment of a 
judicial commission with full powers to continue and complete investigating the 
administration of the Department of Customs and Excise and to prosecute all 
otfenders.’ 

“And that such judicial commission should consist of a Judge to be named 
by the two Judges of the Exchequer Court of Canada. Said Judge acting as a 
Commission to have all the powers conferred upon such Commission under the 
Publie Enquiries Act. The said Commission to have power to make findings and 
recommendations and to report the same to Parliament at the opening of the 
next session together with the evidence taken before the said Commission. 

“And also to strike out all the words after the word ‘department’ in the 
third line of paragraph eight. 

“And also in clause thirteen to add the name of R. R. Farrow, Deputy 
Minister of Customs and Excise, to the list of those who are recommended that 
their services be dispensed with. 

“And that the Committee for such purposes be revived.”
